Introduction 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members 

of  the  County  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1 have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
the  administrative  county  of  Cheshire  for  the  year  1958. 

At  the  mid-year  the  county’s  population  was  868,800,  an  increase 
of  7,000  over  the  previous  year.  Both  the  birth  rate  and  death  rate 
were  very  slightly  higher  than  in  1957.  Last  year  attention  was  drawn 
to  the  infantile  mortality  rate  which  at  18.8  per  1,000  live  births  was 
the  lowest  ever  recorded.  The  figures  for  1958  are  not  as  good;  there 
were  57  more  deaths  in  infancy  under  1 year  of  age  and  54  more  infants 
died  in  the  first  four  weeks  of  life  than  in  the  previous  year.  The 
stillbirth  rate  was  slightly  reduced  (22.5  per  1,000  live  and  stillbirths). 

There  are,  however,  two  figures  of  outstanding  importance.  Firstly, 
only  two  women  died  from  causes  concerned  with  childbirth,  giving 
a maternal  mortality  of  only  0.14  per  1,000  live  and  stillbirths,  and 
secondly,  both  the  number  of  deaths  from  tuberculosis  and  the  number 
of  new  notifications  of  this  disease  were  the  lowest  on  record.  As  noted 
in  the  previous  report,  the  fall  in  the  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  and  the 
recent  improved  methods  of  treatment  of  this  disease  have  resulted  in 
a far  less  demand  for  admission  to  Wrenbury  Hall  as  trainees. 
Wrenbury  Hall,  however,  with  its  excellent  industrial  and  training 
section  can  fill  a most  important  place  in  the  county  provision  for  the 
residential  accommodation  of  mentally  sub-normal  adults  who,  whilst 
no  longer  needing  hospital  care,  are  nevertheless  unable  for  various 
reasons  to  be  cared  for  at  home. 

The  Regional  Hospital  Boards  arranged  for  their  Mass  Miniature 
Radiography  units  to  visit  13  county  districts;  a visit  was  also  made 
to  the  County  Hall.  Sixty-three  persons  were  found  to  be  suffering 
from  active  pulmonary  tuberculosis  through  these  visits.  'Fhese  were 
not  all  new  cases;  some  were  already  known.  'Fhe  tables  in  section  V 
give  the  full  statistics  relating  to  these  visits. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  contin- 
ues to  rise  whilst  deaths  from  malignant  growths  of  the  stomach,  breas.^, 
uterus  and  other  sites  remain  fairly  constant.  In  view  of  the  recent 
Clean  Air  Act  and  the  activities  of  county  district  councils  in  declaring 
smoke  control  areas,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  for  those  county 
districts  within  approximately  10  miles  of  the  centres  of  Manchester 
and  Liverpool,  the  death  rate  from  lung  cancer  in  1958  was  5.33  per 
10,000  population,  whilst  in  the  remainder  of  the  county  the  rate  was 
only  3.92.  The  death  rate  from  lung  cancer  in  those  Cheshire  towns 
which  are  predominantly  industrial  was  4.60  per  10,000  population.

So  far  as  deaths  from  bronchitis  were  concerned,  the  Cheshire  industrial 
towns  had  a death  rate  of  6.96  per  10,000  population;  the  rate  xyas  6.81 
in  the  county  districts  within  10  miles  of  Manchester  and  6.21  in  the 
remainder  of  the  county. 

Previous  reports  have  stressed  the  great  preponderance  of  male 
deaths  over  females  between  the  ages  of  45  and  64  and  the  fact  that 
the  proportion  of  male  deaths  to  female  has  increased  year  by  year. 
During  1958  although  the  ratio  of  deaths  of  males  to  deaths  of  females 
was  still  as  high  as  3 to  2,  the  proportion  was  somewhat  smaller  than  in 
the  previous  year. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  table  of  causes  of  death  at  all  ages  for  the 
last  ten  tears  that  only  one-third  as  many  persons  died  from  nephritis 
in  1958  as  in  1949. 

The  inquiry  into  those  home  and  daily  circumstances  which  pre- 
ponderate amongst  persons  who  have  died  in  late  middle  life  from 
coronary  thrombosis  has  now  finished  and  the  results  of  over  1 ,400  visits 
are  now  being  analysed.  The  persons  who  have  been  invited  to  answer 
questions  have  been  most  co-operative  and  I wish  to  tender  my  grateful 
thanks  to  the  Officers  of  the  Executive  Council  for  Cheshire  and  to  the 
many  General  Practitioners  in  this  county  who  have  given  valuable 
information. 

Cheshire  has  continued  its  membership  of  the  Manchester  Com- 
mittee on  Cancer  and  this  body  is  responsible  for  the  education  of  the 
public  regarding  cancer  throughout  that  part  of  the  county  which,  for 
hospital  purposes,  is  administered  by  the  Manchester  Regional 
Hospital  Board.  It  is  hoped  that  a similar  organisation  will  be  set  up 
on  Merseyside. 

In  1959,  following  consultations  with  the  Manchester  Cripples’ 
Help  Society,  agreement  was  reached  on  the  services  which  would  be 
provided  by  the  Society  and  the  County  Council.  The  Society  and  the 
Divisional  Medical  Officers  inform  each  other  direct  whenever  they 
become  aware  of  a disabled  person,  provided  the  person  concerned  has 
no  objection  to  this.  The  Divisional  Medical  Officers  arrange  for 
health  visitors  to  call  on  the  disabled  persons  and  for  the  supply  of 
whatever  of  the  county  services  are  necessary,  e.g.  domestic  helps, 
laundering  of  foul  washing,  adaptations  to  homes  and  provision  of 
•nursing  aids  etc.  The  Society  agreed  to  provide,  amongst  other  things, 
the  teaching  of  handicrafts  and  the  sale  of  any  suitable  articles  which 
are  made,  special  nourishment  in  appropriate  cases,  clothing  for 
necessitous  cases,  holidays  and  outings  and  certain  appliances  such  as 
page-turning  machines. 

With  the  exception  of  Tarporley  the  whole  of  the  county  is  now 
directly  served  by  the  county  Ambulance  Service.  The  British  Red 
Cross  Society  which  had  provided  ambulance  transport  for  Sandbach 
and  district  for  many  years  ceased  to  do  so  last  March.  It  is  expected 
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that  radio  control  of  the  ambulance  service  in  the  Wirral  area  will  be 
operating  in  a few  weeks’  time.  The  purchase  of  12-seater  dual  pur- 
pose vehicles  has  proved  an  economy  in  two  areas  where  comparatively 
large  numbers  of  people  are  taken  to  hospital  out-patient  departments 
which  are  situated  several  miles  away.  The  recently  appointed  County 
.Ambulance  Officer  has  proved  a most  useful  addition  to  the  staff. 

New  child  welfare  centres  w'ere  opened  at  Lostock  Gralam  and 
Orrishmere  (Cheadle  Hulme).  Additional  preparation  classes  for  ante- 
natal patients  began  at  Weaverham,  New  Ferry  and  Runcorn,  and  a 
Midwives  Clinic  was  commenced  at  Leftwich. 

Screening  tests  to  ascertain  deafness  in  very  young  children  are 
now  carried  out  by  health  visitors  in  all  clinic  centres,  and  all  Assistant 
Medical  Officers  have  received  special  training  in  the  assessment  of 
hearing  early  in  life.  Professor  Sir  Alexander  Ewing  of  Manchester 
University  attends  at  five  clinics  each  quarter  to  advise  on  deaf  children. 
In  addition  two  peripatetic  teachers  of  the  deaf  have  been  appointed 
on  the  departmental  staff  to  conduct  lip-reading  classes  in  clinics  and 
to  visit  schools  attended  by  children  with  defects  of  hearing.  Clerical 
assistance  is  provided. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  twelve  young  children’s  clinics  had 
been  established  at  which  children  between  2 and  5 years  of  age  attend 
by  appointment  and  are  carefully  examined  by  Assistant  Medical 
Officers.  In  particular,  these  doctors  pay  special  attention  to  vision 
and  hearing  and  to  the  presence  of  any  physical  or  mental  handicap. 
During  the  last  twelve  months  28  additional  clinics  of  this  type  have 
been  set  up  and  there  is  no  town  in  the  county  where  such  clinics  are 
not  regularly  held.  The  medical  officers  conducting  them  are  the  same 
ones  who  also  visit  the  primary  schools  in  the  district  for  medical 
inspection.  It  is  hoped  that,  through  these  clinics,  all  children  when 
they  enter  a primary  school  will  be  already  known  to  the  school  doctor, 
defects  will  have  been  remedied,  and  if  they  are  handicapped,  appro- 
priate education  will  be  already  arranged. 

Sales  of  “welfare  foods’’  dropped  by  almost  thirty  per  cent  compared 
with  the  previous  year.  In  a number  of  instances  the  hours  during 
which  distribution  centres  opened  were  curtailed.  The  greater  majority 
of  distribution  points  are  however  attended  by  voluntary  staff,  partic- 
ularly in  the  villages,  and  I tender  to  all  who  give  their  services  in  this 
way  my  grateful  thanks. 

Special  courses  were  held  for  Home  Nurses  on  the  new  techniques 
for  lifting  patients. 

The  department  has  published  a series  of  “Practitioners  Guides’’ 
which  have  been  distributed  to  hospitals  and  general  practitioners.  For 
this  purpose  the  county  was  divided  into  eight  areas  so  that  eight 
separate  books  were  compiled,  each  containing  a list  of  the  county 
medical  and  nursing  staff  with  names,  addresses  and  telephone  numbers 
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and  district  covered,  the  itemised  details  of  the  work  of  the  health 
department,  and  particulars  of  other  services  and  officers  which  may 
be  called  upon  by  practitioners. 

In  the  mental  health  field  the  Cheadle  Royal  Hospital  has  opened 
a “day  hospital”  to  which  mentally  ill  patients  travel  each  day  for 
treatment,  care  and  occupation.  When  necessary  the  ambulance 
service  conveys  them  to  and  from  the  hospital.  The  mental  welfare 
officers  (duly  authorised  officers)  are  available  to  provide  home  care  and 
friendly  visitation.  Four  “trainee  mental  welfare  officers”  were 
appointed  early  in  1958;  in  the  absence  of  any  recognised  qualification 
or  teaching  course  the  only  possible  method  of  training  was  to  send  them 
to  as  many  lectures, demonstrations  etc.  as  were  available  and  to  attach 
them  to  experienced  mental  welfare  officers  to  gain  practical  knowledge. 
These  men  will  make  excellent  officers  and  have  already  been  made 
“dnly  authorised  officers”  to  act  in  emergencies. 

Also  in  the  field  of  mental  health  a psychologist  and  a psychiatric 
social  worker  have  been  appointed  for  the  north  Cheshire  area  prim- 
arily in  connexion  with  the  Child  Guidance  Service,  but  they  will  also 
be  available  to  assist  young  children  and  young  persons  after  they  have 
left  school. 

The  work  at  the  junior  training  centres  for  subnormal  children  has 
continued  with  marked  success.  The  building  programme  for  the 
next  two  years  will,  when  completed,  ensure  that  both  junior  and  adult 
training  centres  are  available  throughout  the  county.  In  the  meantime 
the  only  possible  course  to  adopt  when  subnormal  children  reach  the 
age  of  16  is  to  allow  them  to  remain  in  the  centre  they  are  already 
attending. 

At  the  time  of  writing  the  chiropody  service  for  the  priority  groups 
of  elderly  persons,  expectant  mothers  and  handicapped  persons  is  in 
operation  and  is  being  well  used. 

As  in  previous  years  regular  meetings  of  Divisional  Medical  Officers 
have  taken  place  at  County  Hall  at  which  matters  of  mutual  interest, 
new  developments  and  ideas  were  freely  discussed. 

My  grateful  thanks  are  due  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
County  Health  Committee  for  their  help  throughout  the  year,  as  well 
as  to  the  Clerk  of  the  County  Council  and  all  heads  of  departments  for 
their  unfailing  co-operation. 

Lastly  I acknowledge  with  deep  gratitude  the  loyalty  and  friendship 
which  I have  received  at  all  times  from  the  members,  professional  and 
lay,  of  the  County  Health  Department.

It  had  previously  been  noticed  in  these  reports  that  whereas  the 
deaths  of  females  between  the  ages  of  45  and  64  had  decreased  quite 
considerably  during  the  last  30  years,  deaths  of  males  within  the  same 
age  group  had  not  diminished  in  the  same  proportion,  and  in  fact  the 
male  death  rate  between  these  ages  has  remained  almost  stationary 
since  1920.  I’he  result  is  that  the  percentage  of  male  deaths  amongst 
the  total  number  of  deaths  for  the  year  between  these  ages  has  become 
very  much  greater  than  those  of  females,  as  shown  in  the  following 
table.

I hese  figures  refer  to  civilian  population  only,  and  show  a con- 
stantly rising  proportion  of  males  to  females,  with  four  noticeable  jumps 
in  1936,  1946,  1951  and  1956.  The  jump  in  1946  was  obviously  at 
least  partially  due  to  the  return  of  many  men  to  civilian  life  with  a 
correspondingly  increased  number  of  male  deaths. 
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Over  a period  of  approximately  3 J years,  the  particulars  of  persons 
dying  between  the  ages  of  45  and  64  have  been  extracted  from  the 
returns  of  the  Registrars  of  Births,  Marriages  and  Deaths. 

Particulars  of  8,063  deceased  persons  have  been  obtained  in  this 
way.  Deaths  were  divided  into  five  main  categories: — those  from 
coronary  disease,  from  cancer  of  the  lungs,  bronchi  and  pleurae,  from 
other  cancers,  from  cerebral  haemorrhage,  thrombosis  and  embolism, 
and  from  other  causes  with  the  following  result: —

Register  Office,  the  deaths  of  males  were  then  classified  into  the 
occupational  groups.  Group  III  was,  however,  divided  into  three 
sections,  (a)  Clerks,  Shop  Assistants,  etc.,  (b)  foremen  and  charge- 
hands,  (c)  manual  workers.

the  total  from  all  causes  between  the  ages  of  45  and  64  is  reasonably 
constant  for  the  three  social  classes  comprising  (roughly  speaking) 
professional  men,  managers,  shcpkecpers,  farmers  and  clerks,  and  the 
number  of  deaths  from  this  cause  in  this  age  group  amongst  these 
three  classes  is  approximately  40%  greater  than  amongst  the  other 
social  classes  which  include  the  bulk  of  men  who  work  with  there 
hands.  foremen  and  overlookers  as  a class  stand  in  between  On 
the  other  hand,  the  position  is  reversed  when  considering  cancer  of 
of  the  lung  and  bronchus.  Deaths  are  not  nearly  so  frequent  from 
this  cause  but  are  proportionately  more  numerous  amongst  manual 
w’orkers.

(i)  The  percentage  of  male  deaths  amongst  persons  dying  in  later 
middle  life  is  now  a little  over  63%. 

(ii)  This  percentage  has  risen  steadily  throughout  the  last  twenty 
years. 

(iii)  Two  causes  of  death,  coronary  thrombosis  and  lung  cancer, 
account  for  approximately  three-quarters  of  this  excess  of  deaths 
amongst  males. 

(iv)  Almost  four  times  as  many  males  die  from  coronary  thrombosis 
in  late  middle  life  as  females,  and  more  than  seven  times  the 
number  of  males  as  females  die  from  lung  cancer  in  that  age 
group.

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Section  Ill.-Vaccination  and  Immunisation 


Under  Section  26  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  the 
County  Council  has  the  duty  of  making  available  a full  service  of 
vaccination  against  smallpox  and  of  immunisation  against  diphtheria; 
the  organisation  and  management  of  the  scheme  has  been  devolved 
upon  the  Divisional  Health  Committees.  Immunisation  is  also  pro- 
vided against  whooping  cough. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  attention  now  devoted  to  Health  Services 
in  general,  and  to  this  aspect  in  particular,  will  result  in  a considerable 
increase  in  vaccination,  just  as  it  has  served  to  secure  a wide  response 
to  the  offer  of  immunisation.  Immunisation  is,  in  practice,  meant 
for  children,  with  particular  attention  to  those  under  5,  but  vaccination 
may  on  occasion  be  sought  by  persons  of  any  age,  and  a recent  amend- 
ment of  the  County  Scheme  lias  provided  for  this. 

Arrangements  made  under  the  Council’s  scheme  include  parti- 
cipation by  general  practitioners  and  sessions  at  clinics.

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

The  scheme  was  further  extended  in  March,  1956  to  include 
vaccination  or  immunisation  against  any  other  disease  authorised  by 
the  Minister  of  Health.  Approval  was  given  by  the  Minister  to  the 
vaccination  of  children  against  poliomyelitis. 

When  the  vaccination  of  children  against  poliomyelitis  started  in 
1956  only  children  in  the  1947-54  age  group  were  registered  for  vaccin- 
ation, but  in  May,  1957,  the  registration  of  children  born  in  1955  and 
1956  was  permitted.  Further  extensions  of  the  scheme  have  been 
notified  from  time  to  time  and  at  the  end  of  1958,  all  born  since  1933 
were  approved  for  vaccinations  together  with  expectant  mothers, 
general  practitioners  and  their  families,  ambulance  service  staffs  and 
their  families  and  families  of  hospital  staffs.

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Section  IV. -Ambulance  Service 


The  County  Council  is  charged  with  the  duty,  under  Section  27 
of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  to  provide  a comprehensive 
ambulance  service  throughout  the  County,  free  of  charge  to  persons 
carried;  the  duty  includes  transport  by  car  of  persons  who  are  unfit 
for  public  transport  but  do  not  need  to  be  recumbent.  The  service 
is  one  which  has  been  devolved  for  organisation  and  management 
within  the  approved  estimates  to  Divisional  Health  Committees 
throughout  the  County.  On  and  from  1st  October,  1957,  the  use  of 
ambulance  service  vehicles  was  permitted,  when  reasonably  possible, 
for  stand-by  duty  at  gatherings  and  for  the  transport  of  sick  or  disabled 
persons  when  necessary  but  not  covered  by  Section  27.  Charges  are 
made  for  these  services  under  the  National  Health  Service  (Amend- 
ment) Act,  1957. 

Arrangements  are  made  to  pay  for  the  agency  use  of  some  Red 
Cross  and  St.  John  vehicles.  In  addition,  there  is  a supplementary 
arrangement  with  the  Voluntary  Car  service  which,  originally  organised 
during  the  war,  had  been  continued  and  paid  for  up  to  5/7/48  by 
hospital  authorities.  Taxis  and  hired  cars  are  also  used  as  a supple- 
mentary service. 

During  1958,  delivery  was  taken  of  six  Bedford  Lomas  ambu- 
lances, three  Bedford  Lomas  sitting  case  ambulances,  and  four  Dennis 
Lomas  ambulances. 

The  arrangements  by  which  the  County  Boroughs  of  Chester, 
Stockport,  and  Warrington,  and  the  Counties  of  Shropshire  and 
Derbyshire  provided  an  Ambulance  Service  in  particular  areas,  or 
for  special  purposes,  were  continued,  as  was  the  arrangement  whereby 
the  County  Borough  of  Liverpool  and  the  County  of  Lancashire 
convey  smallpox  patients  or  others  needing  special  disinfection.  On 
the  other  hand  Cheshire  supplies  the  night-time  service  for  the  Glossop 
area  of  Derbyshire. 

For  long  distance  journeys,  use  is  made  of  the  service  provided 
by  the  Railway  Executive  for  invalids,  which  comprises,  for  a small 
fee,  a reserved  compartment  without  payment  of  fares  other  than  for 
the  persons  actually  travelling.  There  are  special  arrangements  for 
casual  use,  at  an  agreed  fee,  of  other  Authorities’  ambulances,  either 
at  the  far  end  of  such  a railway  journey,  or  to  meet  special  emergencies, 
and  help  is  similarly  given  to  other  ambulance  authorities. 

In  June  1958  a County  Ambulance  Officer  was  appointed  in 
accordance  with  the  County  Council’s  policy  to  centralize  the  cperational 
control  and  administration  of  the  ambulance  service.  The  first  stage 
of  centralization  will  be  the  introduction  of  radio  control  as  a means 
of  communication  and  towards  the  end  of  the  year  detailed  surveys  of 
the  County  had  been  made  and  plans  prepared  for  the  introduction 
of  this  new  medium  in  the  Wirral  area.

Section  V. -Prevention  of  Illness, 
Care  and  After-care 


General 

Section  28  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  gives  per- 
missive powers  to  the  County  Council  to  make  a scheme  for  prevention 
of  illness,  and  for  the  care  and  after-care  of  persons  suffering  from 
illness.  The  County  Council  has  a duty  to  make  detailed  arrange- 
ments for  any  disease  the  Ministry  may  specify.  In  this  connexion, 
tuberculosis  has  been  so  specified,  and  much  of  the  work,  other  than 
clinic  and  institutional  provision,  which  was  carried  out  for  many 
years  under  the  County  Tuberculosis  Scheme,  is  being  continued 
under  this  Section. 


'I'he  arrangements  under  this  section  of  the  Act  are  among  those 
which  for  organisation  and  management,  within  the  approved  estimates, 
have  been  devolved  to  Divisional  Health  Committees. 


Tuberculosis 

Consultant  Chest  Physicians,  the  main  part  of  whose  work  at 
chest  clinics  passed  to  the  Regional  Hospital  Boards  on  the  appointed 
day,  are  part-time  officers  of  the  County  Council,  and  give  Divisional 
Medical  Officers  all  necessary  advice  in  the  sphere  of  care  and  after- 
care; Health  Visitors  pay  home  visits  to  tuberculosis  patients  and  help 
to  secure  the  attendance  of  contacts  at  the  clinics.  The  loan  of  large 
items  such  as  garden  shelters  and  the  supply  of  smaller  items  such 
as  sputum  flasks,  form  part  of  the  general  scheme  for  the  provision 
of  nursing  equipment,  of  which  details  arc  given  later. 


Wrenbury  Hall  Industrial  Training  Colony  has  continued  under 
the  full  ownership  and  control  of  the  County  Council.  During  the 
year  1958,  some  9 Cheshire  trainees  were  admitted  for  industrial  re- 
habilitation, and  6 from  other  local  authorities.  I'here  are  at  present 
27  colonists  living  in  the  hostels,  of  whom  6 are  married,  and  5 married 
colonists  living  with  their  families  in  cottages  on  the  estate.

Part  II. — New  cases  of  Tuberculosis  coming  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  during  the  above-mentioned 
period,  otherwise  than  by  formal  notification. 
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B.C.G. 

'I'he  County  Council’s  proposals  under  Section  28  of  the  National 
Health  Service  Act,  1946,  for  B.C.G.  vaccination  of  contacts  of  tuber- 
culous persons  were  approved  by  the  Minister  on  24th  October,  1949. 
They  provided  for  B.C.G.  vaccination,  by  and  at  the  instance  of  a 
physician  with  specialist  knowledge  and  experience  of  tuberculosis, 
of  contacts  of  patients  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  such  contacts 
being  found  by  medical  tests  to  be  capable  of  receiving  protection 
from  tuberculosis  as  a result  of  B.C.G.  vaccination.  In  May,  1954 
approval  was  given  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  the  Scheme  being 
extended  to  provide  for  the  B.C.G.  Vaccination  of  children  between 
13  and  14  years  of  age. 

In  the  first  place  those  physicians  with  specialist  knowledge  and 
experience  of  tuberculosis  were  the  chest  physicians  employed  by 
the  Regional  Hospital  Board,  towards  whose  salary  the  County  Council 
pays  a specified  proportion.  All  Divisional  Medical  Officers  and 
four  Assistant  County  Medical  Officers  have  received  instruction  in  the 
technique  and  methods  of  B.C.G.  vaccination  and  are  approved  for 
this  purpose. 

During  1958,  the  chest  physicians  vaccinated  1,071  cases,  and  the 
Divisional  Medical  Officers  vaccinated  140  cases,  under  the  contact 
scheme.  In  addition  to  these,  1,115  new-born  infants  were  vaccinated.

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Mental  Illness 


The  care  and  supervision  of  patients  at  home  suffering  from 
mental  illness  or  defect  is  carried  out  by  Health  Visitors  and  Authorised 
Officers,  and  arrangements  are  made,  in  suitable  cases,  for  help  to  be 
given  by  other  County  services,  such  as  Home  Nursing  and  Domestic 
Help. 


Other  Illnesses 

Liaison  has  been  continued  with  the  Almoners  and  other  appro- 
priate officials  of  general  hospitals  so  that  discharged  patients  requiring 
help  from  any  of  the  County  Health  Services  may  secure  it  without 
delay. 

Another  aspect  of  “care”  is  the  investigation  of  “problem  families” 
with  a view  to  effecting  any  possible  improvement  and  granting  any 
appropriate  help. 

An  important  aspect  of  “prevention  of  illness”  is  health  education, 
and  appropriate  publicity  under  this  heading  is  carried  out  locally. 

'I’he  County  Health  Committee  has  joined  the  Manchester  Com- 
mittee on  Cancer  with  respect  to  the  whole  of  that  part  of  Cheshire 
which  lies  within  the  area  of  the  Manchester  Regional  Hospital  Board. 
Special  publicity  in  County  Clinic  Centres  and  by  means  of  Health 
Visitors  has  been  given  to  the  prevention  of  home  accidents. 


Nursing  Equipment 

Stocks  of  nursing  equipment  are  held  by  District  Nurses  and 
by  Divisional  Medical  Officers  for  loan  to  patients  needing  them, 
subject  to  a small  deposit  charge,  and  a weekly  hire  payment  in  the 
case  of  the  more  expensive  items.  Examples  of  the  small  items 
normally  kept  by  District  Nurses  are  urinals,  hot  water  bottles,  bed 
pans,  feeding  cups,  sputum  flasks,  steam  kettles,  air  rings  and  back 
rests;  the  larger  items  stored  by  the  Divisional  Medical  Officers  include 
crutches,  bath  chairs,  spinal  carriages  and  water  beds. 

Shelters  for  the  use  of  tuberculosis  patients  are  issued  by  the 
County  Medical  Officer  and  transferred  by  the  County  Surveyor’s 
Department,  in  accordance  with  recommendations  made  by  the  Chest 
Physicians,  and  confirmed,  after  investigation  of  the  site,  by  the 
Divisional  Medical  Officer.  Bedding  is  also  kept  for  issue  in  special 
cases,  e.g.,  when  a patient’s  small  stock  has  to  be  taken  away  for  disin- 
fection or  disinfestation,  or  to  provide  for  house  isolation  of  patients.

Recuperative  Convalescence 

During  the  year  1958,  76  patients  were  sent  for  recuperative 
convalescence  for  periods  varying  between  two  and  eight  weeks. 
Contributions  were  paid  by  the  patients  towards  the  cost  of  this 
convalescence  in  accordance  with  the  County  scale.  Also  under 
Section  28,  six  mentally  defective  children  were  found  accommodation 
for  short  periods  during  the  year, 

Sitters-In 

Facilities  exist  to  supplement,  in  specially  approved  cases,  the 
Domestic  Help  service  by  means  of  night  sitters-in.  In  1958 
sitters-in  were  provided  for  two  cases. 

Infectious  Disease 

In  order  that  Divisional  Health  Committees  may  have  a continuous 
picture  of  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  in  their  areas.  Divisional 
Offices  receive  full  particulars  of  notified  cases,  and  the  County 
Council  repays  to  District  Councils,  in  accordance  with  the  National 
Health  Service  Act,  the  notification  fees  paid  to  doctors. 

Smallpox 

Five  cases  of  smallpox  were  notified  during  the  year.  A Lascar 
seaman  from  the  Circassia  which  docked  in  Liverpool  in  March  was 
admitted  to  the  New  Ferry  Isolation  Hospital  on  20th  March  and 
subsequently  three  cases  in  one  family  and  two  in  another  in  New 
Ferry  contracted  the  disease.  All  recovered.

Cerebral  Palsy  Clinics 

Dr.  J.  D.  Allan,  Consultant  Paediatrician,  who  supervises  the  work 
of  the  Cerebral  Palsy  team,  reports  as  follows  : 

The  Cerebral  Palsy  peripatetic  team  continues  to  thrive  and  it  is  felt 
that  this  has  been  an  unqualified  success.  We  are  still  operating  on  the 
premise  of  trying  to  find  and  diagnose  the  cerebral  palsied  child  as  early 
in  life  as  possible  on  the  basis  that  full  calibration  of  disability  estab- 
lished early  will  result  in  an  adequate  orientation  of  necessary  therapy 
at  the  earliest  possible  time.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  this  service 
is  useful  and  justified.  In  some  cases  which  one  might  perhaps  have 
regarded  as  almost  hopeless,  quite  remarkable  improvement  has 
occurred  over  a period  of  sometimes  as  short  as  6 months.  Perhaps 
one  of  the  best  indications  that  the  project  is  worthwhile  is  the  enthus- 
iasm and  appreciation  of  the  parents  which  in  turn  is  reflected  in  the 
very  high  standard  of  attendance  achieved  at  these  clinics.  The  educ- 
cational  assessment  as  provided  by  the  specially  trained  school  medical 
officer  is  also  proving  increasingly  useful. 

During  1958,  the  following  numbers  of  children  under  school  age 
attended  the  Clinics,  usually  making  weekly  visits  :

Orthopaedic  Scheme

Infant  Foods 

The  financial  arrangements  involved  in  the  supply  of  infant  foods 
at  Welfare  Centres  continued  in  the  main  to  be  dealt  with  by  Divisional 
Medical  Officers  and  the  voluntary  committees’  valued  help  in  the 
various  aspects  of  centre  work  was  continued. 


Welfare  Foods  Service 

At  31st  December,  1958  there  were,  in  all,  190  distribution  centres 
in  the  administrative  county,  155  of  these  being  manned  by  voluntary 
personnel,  and  35  by  full-time  or  part-time  paid  staff,  including  the 
staffs  of  the  local  district  councils  where,  by  arrangement,  points 
have  been  established  on  district  council  premises. 

Supplies  are  received  from  S.P.D.  Depots  at  Liverpool,  Man- 
chester, Newcastle-under-Lyme  and  Welshpool.  S.P.D.  Ltd.  act  as 
agents  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  in  the  matter 
of  storage  and  delivery.  It  is  usual  for  4 to  5 weeks  supply  of  Welfare 
Foods  to  be  held  at  each  distribution  centre. 

A total  of  727,326  articles  were  distributed  to  individual  bene- 
ficiaries, Institutions,  N.H.S.  Hospitals,  and  day  nurseries  during  the 
period  29th  December,  1957  to  27th  December,  1958,  made  up  as 
follows: —

Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers 

Arrangements  have  continued  whereby  unmarried  expectant 
mothers  are  admitted  to  voluntary  institutions  some  time  before  the 
confinement,  and  return  there  with  the  baby  for  varying  periods  after- 
wards. 'Phe  County  Council’s  own  Home  at  7,  Trinity  Road,  Hoylake, 
provides  12  beds  and  8 cots,  and  47  Cheshire  women  were  admitted 
during  the  year,  staying  approximately  eight  weeks  before  the  birth  and 
six  weeks  afterwards.  Responsibility  was  accepted  at  other  homes  and 
hostels  for  39  such  mothers  during  the  year.

Part  I.  Milk  Supply. 

'I'he  department  continued  its  work  during  the  year  in  connection 
with  the  milk  supply,  as  a contribution  tov^ards  the  aim  of  ensuring 
that  all  milk  sold  within  the  county  reaches  the  consumer  in  a clean 
and  wholesome  condition  and  free  from  disease-producing  organisms. 

One  of  the  most  important  duties  of  the  County  Council  in  this 
respect  is  the  licensing  and  supervision  of  milk  pasteuring  and  steril- 
ising plants  within  its  “Food  and  Drugs”  area.  During  the  year  1958, 
26  pasteurising  licenses  and  5 sterilising  licenses  were  in  operation 
at  27  different  dairies  within  the  administrative  area.  'Fhe  dairies 
range  from  the  small  family  concern  to  several  of  the  largest  dairies 
in  the  country,  d'he  milk  from  the  latter  is  often  transported  long 
distances  before  being  retailed,  and  the  department  thus  assists  in 
safeguarding  the  milk  supplies  of  large  populations  outside  the  county 
area.  Incidentally,  the  milk  from  the  licensed  plants  is  subject  to 
sampling  by  any  local  authority  in  whose  area  the  milk  is  sold,  and 
it  speaks  well  for  the  general  standard  maintained  that  very  few  samples 
indeed  are  reported  by  local  authorities  to  the  department  as  being 
unsatisfactory  in  any  respect. 

'I'he  department  maintains  a close  check  on  the  licensed  dairies 
in  two  ways.  Samples  of  processed  milk  are  collected  three  times 
a week  from  all  the  plants  and  these  are  examined  by  tests  which  show 
whether  the  milk  has  been  adequately  heat  treated  and  also  whether 
the  milk  is  of  a satisfactory  standard  of  cleanliness.  Washed  bottles 
are  also  regularly  collected  and  brought  to  the  laboratory  for  examination 
to  disclose  the  efficiency  of  the  bottle-washing  process  in  the  dairy. 
In  addition  to  this  the  County  Health  Inspector  pays  routine  visits  to 
the  dairies  from  time  to  time  and  checks  not  only  the  processing  but 
also  the  condition  of  the  premises  and  the  general  maintenance  of  good 
standards  of  hygiene;  this  work  is  very  necessary.  It  is  found  that  a 
visit,  especially  to  the  smaller  dairies,  will  often  forestall  a sample 
failure  by  detecting  an  incipient  fault.  But  even  in  dairies  where  the 
sampling  record  is  excellent  and  failures  are  exceedingly  rare,  it  is  found 
in  many  cases  unless  the  Inspector  can  pay  a visit  from  time  to  time, 
the  general  hygienic  standard  of  the  premises  tends  to  deteriorate. 
F\en  the  largest  dairies  and  the  best  run  dairies  occasionally  have  to  be 
pulled  up  for  such  things  as  cleanliness  of  toilets  and  washbasins,  un- 
hygicnic  methods  or  carelessness  of  operatives,  inadequate  inspection 
of  washed  bottles,  and  so  on.  In  other  words,  sampling  of  the  milk 
by  itself,  however  frequent,  is  not  sufficient. 

In  the  case  of  a milk  sample  failing  to  pass  the  prescribed  tests, 
the  County  Health  Inspector  endeavours  to  make  an  immediate 
inspection  to  try  to  ascertain  the  cause  of  the  failure.  'I'he  majoritv 


of  failures  occur  in  the  smaller  dairies  operating  holder  types  of  pasteur- 
ising plants  and  usually  it  is  the  human  element  which  is  at  fault, 
though  occasionally  a mechanical  fault  or  an  inaccurate  thermometer 
is  found  to  be  responsible.  During  1958  two  samples  failed  the  phos- 
phatase test — i.e.  the  test  for  adequate  pasteurisation,  which  had  been 
collected  from  dairies  equipped  with  modern  automatic  plant  and  from 
which  sample  failures  very  rarely  occur.  In  neither  case  was  it  possible 
to  detect  the  cause  of  the  trouble,  in  spite  of  very  careful  investigations, 
but  no  further  sample  failures  have  occurred  since  that  time  upon  the 
milk  from  these  two  dairies. 

From  the  figures  of  milk  examinations  made  by  the  laboratory 
during  the  year  it  will  be  seen  that  22  samples  failed  in  the  Phosphatase 
test  which  is  the  official  test  for  the  correct  heat  treatment  of  pasteurised 
milk  (the  Aschaffenburg-Mullen  test  is  an  unofficial  test  for  the  same 
purpose  which  is  quicker  and  equally  reliable  and  this  is  also  carried 
out  by  the  laboratory  on  all  samples  of  pasteurised  milk).  This  was 
an  improvement  on  the  figures  for  1957,  when  29  phosphatase  failures 
occurred.  Of  the  22  samples  which  thus  failed,  19  were  samples 
collected  from  the  licensed  dairies,  and  3 were  samples  collected  from 
schools  (see  separate  section  on  the  Milk  in  Schools  Scheme).  One 
of  these  school  samples  was  from  milk  supplied  by  a dairy  in  the 
Manchester  area.  'Fhus  there  were  in  all  a total  of  21  phosphatase 
failures  from  the  26  licensed  plants  within  the  administrative  area.  As 
these  dairies  are  sampled  three  times  weekly  (including  certain  Sunday 
visits),  in  addition  to  samples  collected  at  schools,  an  average  of  less 
than  1 phosphatase  failure  per  plant  per  year  can  be  considered  quite 
a good  record.  Actually  eleven  dairies  only  were  concerned  in  the 
failures,  so  that  15  of  the  licensed  dairies  had  no  phosphatase  failures 
at  all  during  the  year,  d'hree  dairies  which  had  three  phosphatase 
failures  each  during  the  twelve  months,  were  given  severe  warnings 

The  figures  of  samples  examined  by  the  laboratory  continue  to 
show  a most  satisfactory  overall  picture.  'I'he  percentage  of  samples 
which  failed  the  phosphatase  test  (0.43%)  is  a decided  improvement 
on  1957  when  0.66°o  failed.  Failures  on  the  reductase  test,  for  clean- 
liness, again  improved,  and  only  one  sample  failed  of  the  5201  examined 
(0.02%  against  0.09%  in  1957).  All  the  samples  of  sterilised  milk, 
903,  passed  the  official  Turbidity  Test. 

A total  of  4,587  washed  bottles  was  examined.  'Fhese  are  collected 
by  the  sampling  officers  at  the  dairy  at  the  same  time  as  milk  samples 
are  collected.  Each  bottle  was  examined  by  the  plate  count  test,  and 
for  the  presence  of  coliform  organisms.  Although  these  tests  have  no 
legal  authority  they  are  a most  useful  indication  to  the  dairy  concerned 
of  the  efficiency  of  their  bottle-washing  machines,  especially  in  the  case 
of  the  smaller  dairies  which  have  no  laboratory  facilities  on  their  own 
premises.  Two  dairies  experienced  considerable  trouble  during  the 
year  with  unsatisfactory  bottle  washing  results.  In  one  case,  the  trouble 
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was  cleared  up  by  actually  decreasing  the  amount  of  detergent  used 
but  by  thoroughly  cleaning  out  the  detergent  tank  weekly  instead  of 
once  every  three  weeks  as  recommended  by  the  makers  of  the  plant! 
The  trouble  appears  to  have  been  caused  by  the  build  up  of  milk  fats 
in  the  tanks  by  the  washing  of  large  numbers  of  school  milk  bottles, 
which  are  returned  to  the  dairy  unrinsed  and  often  containing  in  total 
an  appreciable  amount  of  milk.  From  this  time,  excellent  results  have 
been  obtained  from  this  dairy.  The  other  dairy  was  also  found  to  be 
neglecting  the  washing-out  of  the  detergent  tank  while  relying  on  the 
addition  of  hypochlorite  solution  to  the  final  rinse  tank  to  give  a 
satisfactory  bottle  count.  Appropriate  advice  was  given  in  this  case 
to  remedy  the  unsatisfactory  results. 

During  the  year,  2,377  samples  of  milk  were  examined  for  the 
detection  of  traces  of  hypochlorite  residuals,  but  it  is  most  gratifying 
to  report  that  in  no  case  could  any  trace  be  found.  'J'he  need  for  this 
test  is  due  to  the  extensive  use  in  these  days  of  oxidising  or  preservative 
agents  in  the  cleansing  of  milk  vessels.  Only  certain  products,  approved 
by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  may  be  used  and 
the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  require  all  trace  of  such  agents  to 
be  removed  before  the  vessel  is  again  brought  into  contact  with  milk. 
A total  of  1,185  washed  bottles  were  also  examined  for  evidence  of 
hypochlorite  residuals,  but  only  two  cases  showed  positive  indications. 

Cheshire  is  fortunate  in  having  its  own  milk  laboratory,  attached 
to  the  Public  Health  Department,  and  close  contact  is  maintained 
between  the  laboratory  and  the  licensed  dairies  in  the  county.  The 
regular  reporting  of  the  results  of  examinations  of  milks  and  washed 
bottles  is  of  great  value  to  the  dairies,  and  a rapid  report  to  the  dairy 
concerned  of  a border-line  sample  result  often  enables  the  dairy  to 
take  immediate  steps  to  find  where  the  processing  has  fallen  below 
its  usual  standard  and  to  correct  the  fault  without  delay. 

Milk  in  Schools  Scheme. 

All  milk  supplies  under  this  Scheme  are  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  County  Medical  Officer,  and  the  County  Health  Department 
supervises  all  supplies  mainly  by  means  of  systematic  sampling.  The 
examination  of  these  samples  is  carried  out  in  the  County  Public 
Health  Laboratory. 

Any  new  supply  proposed  for  any  particular  school  is  first  referred 
by  the  Director  of  Education  to  the  Health  Department  for  approval. 

So  far  as  the  approval  of  particular  sources  is  concerned,  the  first 
choice  is  noimally  a supply  of  pasteurised  milk.  If  this  is  not  available 
a supply  of  tuberculin-tested  milk  is  approved. 

No  school  in  the  county  was  without  a supply  of  liquid  milk  at 
any  time  during  the  year. 
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During  1958,  and  for  the  first  time,  all  samples  of  school  milk  were 
collected  at  the  schools  themselves,  and  every  school  in  the  county  was 
visited. 

Figures  are  appended  showing  the  results  of  this  work,  and 
showing  also  the  numbers  of  children  consuming  school  milk  and  the 
grades  of  milk  being  supplied.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  figures  of 
school  milk  samples  given  here  are  also  included  in  the  table  showing 
the  total  examinations  carried  out  in  the  County  Public  Health  Labor- 
atory. 

It  will  be  seen  that  of  1,170  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  examined 
only  three  failed  to  satisfy  the  phosphatase  and  Aschaffenburg-Mullen 
tests  to  determine  the  efficiency  of  pasteurisation.  This  compares  very 
favourably  with  1957  when  944  samples  were  examined  by  these  tests, 
and  as  many  as  twelve  wre  found  unsatisfactory.  Of  these  three 
unsatisfactory  samples,  two  were  of  milk  from  dairies  licensed  by  the 
County  Council  and  appropriate  action  was  taken  directly  by  the 
Department  in  these  cases,  d'he  remaining  unsatisfactory  sample  was 
from  a dairy  in  Manchester,  and  this  failure  was  investigated  by  the 
Manchester  City  Health  Department.  None  of  these  1,170  samples 
of  pasteurised  milk  failed  on  the  Methylene  Blue  (Reductase)  test  for 
cleanliness,  compared  with  two  failures  in  1957. 

In  addition,  58  samples  of  Tuberculin-tested  (Raw)  milk  were 
examined  by  the  test  for  cleanliness,  and  all  were  satisfactory.  Twelve 
samples  of  tuberculin-tested  milk  were  also  examined  by  the  guinea- 
pig  for  the  presence  of  tubercle  or  brucella  organisms,  but  no  positive 
results  were  obtained. 

Although  all  milk  samples  were  collected  from  the  schools,  the 
sampling  officers  also  collected  79  washed  school-milk  bottles  from 
dairies  licensed  by  the  County  Council  when  they  were  visiting  those 
dairies  to  collect  routine  samples  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regula- 
tions. All  these  bottles  w'ere  found  to  have  been  satisfactorily  cleansed 
when  tested  by  the  Coliform  culture  and  colony  count  tests. 

'I'he  results  obtained  from  all  this  samplng  appear  to  show  a most 
satisfactory  position  regarding  the  quality  of  the  milk  supplied  to  the 
schools  throughout  the  county. 

It  does  happen,  nevertheless,  that  complaints  are  occasionally 
received  regarding  glass  and  other  foreign  bodies  in  school  milk  bottles. 
These  cases  are  investigated  by  the  Chief  Inspector  of  A\’eights  and 
Measures,  and  prosecutions  are  instituted  where  warranted.  'I’he 
County  Health  Inspector  endeavours  to  see  that  every  care  is  exercised 
by  the  licensed  dairies  to  see  that  such  occurrences  are  prevented,  and 
normally  the  dairy  companies  take  every  precaution  to  detect  the 
isolated  bottle  wLich  contains  some  foreign  body.  Nevertheless,  it  is 
almost  impossible  to  prevent  the  odd  case  occurring. 
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In  this  connection  it  was  felt  during  the  year  that  the  schools 
themselves  were  not  entirely  blameless.  Complaints  to  this  effect  were 
received  from  the  milk  trade,  and  it  is  known  that  instances  have 
occurred  where  bottles  had  been  used  for  ink  or  paint  before  being 
returned,  while  other  bottles  have  contained  chewing  gum,  toffee  papers 
and  all  manner  of  foreign  bodies,  as  well  as  straws,  caps,  and  very  stale 
milk. 

It  was  felt  that  it  was  hardly  fair  to  be  constantly  urging  greater 
care  on  the  dairy  trade  while  this  was  happening.  Representations 
were  made  to  the  Education  Department  and  in  June,  1959,  a circular 
letter  was  sent  to  all  Head  'Eeachers,  drawing  their  attention  to  this 
matter  and  requesting  that  caps  and  straws  should  be  removed  from 
the  bottles  before  returning  them  to  the  supplier,  and  that  empty  bottles 
should  not  be  used  in  any  way  before  their  return. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  final  table  that  at  the  end  of  1958  ten 
schools  in  the  county  were  being  supplied  with  'J’uberculin-tested  milk 
and  all  the  remainder  with  Pasteurised  milk. 

In  the  case  of  the  Borough  of  Crewe,  where  the  Health  Department 
carry  out  regular  school  milk  sampling  and  notify  all  the  results  to  this 
Department,  no  sampling  is  carried  out  by  the  County  Milk  Sampling 
Officers.  Regular  routine  sampling  is  however  carried  out  at  all  the 
other  schools  in  the  county.

Tuberculous  Milk 

A specific  duty  is  laid  upon  county  councils  by  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  1955  to  administer  provisions  designed  to  prevent  the  sale  of 
tuberculous  milk.  Although  the  number  of  undesignated  herds  {i.e. 
herds  other  than  tuberculin-tested  herds)  in  the  county  is  decreasing 
year  by  year,  there  are  still  a considerable  number.  For  the  purpose  of 
discharging  the  County  Council’s  duty  in  this  respect,  the  sampling 
officers  visit  the  undesignated  farms  from  time  to  time  and  collect  a bulk 
sample  of  milk  which  is  then  submitted  for  biological  examination  to 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  either  in  Manchester  or  in 
Birkenhead.  During  the  year  1 958,  1 ,964  such  samples  were  submitted 
and  56  were  reported  as  containing  the  organisms  of  tuberculosis. 
These  positive  samples  were  reported  to  the  Divisional  Veterinary 
Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  and  the 
Aiinistry’s  officers  take  steps  to  try  to  find  the  cow  or  cows  which  arc 
secreting  tubercle  bacilli  in  their  milk.  Any  cows  so  found  are  slaugh- 
tered under  the  Tuberculosis  Order  of  1938.  Tuberculous  positive 
milk  samples  are  also  reported  to  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  the 
districts  where  the  milk  is  produced  or  retailed.  The  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  has  powers  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949,  to 
place  restrictions  upon  the  sale  of  such  milk  for  human  consumption 
until  the  herd  has  been  declared  free  from  infection  by  the  Ministry. 

One  case  of  tuberculous  milk  was  also  reported  from  an  adjoining 
county.  This  was  an  instance  where  milk  produced  in  Cheshire  had 
been  sampled  outside  the  county  when  it  arrived  at  a processing  dairy, 
and  had  been  found  to  contain  tubercle  organisms.  Such  cases  are 
appropriately  dealt  with  through  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food,  and  the  district  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
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Specified  Areas. 

As  from  1st  October,  195H,  the  following  areas  became  subject  to 
the  operation  of  a “Specified  Areas  Order”: — 

The  Urban  Districts  of  Knutsford,  Lymm,  Middlewich,  North- 
wich,  Runcorn  and  Winsford. 

'I'he  Rural  Districts  of  Bucklow,  Northwich  and  Runcorn. 

'I'his  meant  that  at  the  end  of  the  year,  the  only  areas  of  Cheshire 
where  it  was  not  compulsory  to  sell  only  the  “specially-designated” 
milks  (Pasteurised,  Sterilised,  Tuberculin-tested),  were  the  Urban 
District  of  Longdendale  and  the  Rural  District  of  'Pintwistle. 

We  are  thus  rapidly  reaching  the  position  where  undesignated 
milk  will  disappear  from  the  retail  market,  and  this  of  course  applies 
throughout  the  country.  (Actually  the  whole  of  Cheshire  became 
“Specified”  on  6th  April,  1959,  when  the  two  outstanding  areas  were 
brought  within  the  provisions  of  a Specified  Areas  Order.) 

Now  that  the  aim  is  being  achieved  of  ensuring  that  only  milk  of 
a certain  standard  is  sold  to  the  public  throughout  the  country,  it 
seems  likely  that  a demand  will  make  itself  heard,  that  all  such  milk 
should  receive  heat  treatment  before  being  retailed,  i.e.  that  tuberculin- 
tested  milk  should  not  be  sold  to  the  public  in  its  raw  state.  On  the 
grounds  of  the  complete  safeguarding  of  public  health,  this  demand 
appears  to  have  some  justification.  Although  the  presence  of  tubercle 
organisms  in  tuberculin-tested  milk  is  rare,  it  is  not  unknown,  and 
of  course  there  may  be  other  undesirable  organisms  in  such  milk,  for 
example,  brucella  abortus  organisms  which  may  give  rise  to  undulant 
fever  in  man.  In  any  case,  it  seems  desirable  that  more  attention 
should  be  paid  in  the  future  to  the  sampling  of  raw  tuberculin-tested 
milk  on  sale  to  the  public  as  such.

Part  II.  Food  and  Drugs. 

The  Chief  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures  and  Food  and  Drugs 
etc.,  (Mr.  Howard  Hughes)  reports  as  follows  on  the  work  of  his 
Department  relative  to  the  administration  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
1955  in  so  far  as  it  relates  to  the  adulteration  of  food  and  drugs. 

1 he  duties  of  the  Inspectors  of  this  Department  consist  mainly 
of  obtaining  samples  of  foods  and  drugs  in  accordance  with  statute  and 
these  are  submitted  for  analysis  to  the  County  Public  Analyst  J. 
Graham  Sherratt  Esq.,  B.Sc.,  F.R.I.C.,  who  has  a well  equipped  labor- 
atory at  W arrington  for  the  purpose.  It  is  on  the  results  of  his  analyses 
and  comments  in  regard  to  inferior  foodstuffs  and  drugs  as  to  what 
course  of  action  will  subsequently  be  taken.  This  work  is  carried 
out  in  areas  for  which  the  County  Council  is  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Authority,  which  means  all  Cheshire  except  for  the  County  Boroughs 
and  the  Municipal  Boroughs  of  Crewe,  Bebington  and  Sale.  Milk 
samples,  of  course,  are  predominant,  forming  about  three-fiffths  of  the 
numbei  of  samples  taken  but  nevertheless  most  other  foods  and  drugs 
receive  their  share  of  attention.  Beer,  spirits,  flour,  sausage,  bread, 
cod  oil  are  to  name  but  a few  of  the  articles  obtained  in  the  2 to  3 
nguie  which  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture.  Fisheries  and  Food 
consider  appropriate  and  to  whom  a report  is  submitted  each  quarter 
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The  bacteriological  side  of  milk  production  which  deals  w’ith  tuber- 
culous milk  and  the  examination  of  special  designated  milks  such  as 
pasteurised  and  sterilised  milks  etc.,  is  of  course  distinct  from  the 
work  undertaken  by  the  Weights  and  Measures  Department  and  is 
dealt  with  by  the  County  Public  Health  Department  who  have  an  up- 
to-date  laboratory  in  which  to  carry  out  this  work. 

Of  the  samples  obtained,  118  were  considered  adulterated  or  not 
up  to  the  required  standard  and  in  the  more  serious  cases  legal  proceed- 
ings were  taken  against  offenders  and  in  lesser  cases  cautionary  letters 
were  forwarded. 

In  regard  to  milk,  the  wholesale  Dairy  Companies  who  constantly 
test  in  their  own  laboratories  milk  purchased  by  them  from  farmers, 
report  to  the  Department  from  time  to  time  any  serious  cases  of 
adulteration.  Samples  of  milk  from  the  sources  complained  of,  are 
then  obtained  in  course  of  transit  to  the  dairy  concerned  and  as  the 
result  of  some  of  these  investigations  serious  adulteration  has  been 
found.  In  several  such  cases  farmers  were  prosecuted  and  fines 
totalling  £1?)  Os.  Od.  were  imposed. 

Foreign  matter  in  foodstuffs  is  still  a serious  source  of  complaint 
particularly  as  these  mainly  concern  school  milk,  and  of  the  many 
reports  received  from  Head  teachers  and  householders  legal  proceedings 
were  instituted  in  1 1 cases  and  substantial  fines  inflicted  on  the  suppliers 
A cigarette  end  found  in  flour,  animal  hair,  glass  splinters,  and  mould 
in  milk,  and  several  cases  of  flies  and  spiders  found  in  bread  and  cakes 
are  a few  of  the  objectionable  foreign  bodies  found  in  foodstuffs  which 
have  been  investigated  by  the  Department,  all  of  which  resulted  in 
prosecution  and  which  are  mentioned  elsewhere  in  this  report.  Many 
of  the  contaminated  foodstuffs  were  not  submitted  for  analysis  as  the 
foreign  matter  was  of  an  obvious  nature  for  which  no  cerificate  was 
required. 

Of  a total  of  2,052  samples  of  milk  and  a wide  variety  of  other 
foods  and  drugs  which  were  obtained  during  the  year,  the  following 
summarised  list  will  give  some  indication  of  the  articles  submitted  for 
analysis  and  the  number  which  were  adulterated  or  otherwise  not  up 
to  standard.

Milk,  of  course,  lends  itself  to  easy  adulteration  and  with  natural 
deficiences  also  to  contend  with,  the  list  shows  that  85  milk  samples 
were  adulterated  or  were  of  sub-standard  quality.

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As  regard  prosecutions  undertaken  by  the  Department,  the 
following  brief  references  may  be  of  interest. 

A most  serious  case  of  adulteration  concerned  milk  supplied  in 
bulk  by  a Staffordshire  farmer  to  a large  Cheshire  Dairy.  Following  a 
complaint  that  this  particular  farmer’s  supply  was  heavily  adulterated 
as  shown  by  laboratory  tests,  investigations  were  carried  out  by  an 
Inspector  who  in  due  course  obtained  10  samples  of  milk  from  churns 
consigned  to  the  Dairy,  all  of  which  were  adulterated  with  water  by 
amounts  varying  from  3.7  to  11.1%  of  extraneous  water,  or  were  other- 
wise not  up  to  standard.  In  3 instances  the  samples  were  also  deficient 
in  fat  to  the  extent  of  50%,  38.5%,  and  20.5%.  Altogether  ten 
summonses  were  issued  and  fines  totalling  £68  4s.  Od.  were  imposed 
by  the  magistrates  on  the  farmer  who  pleaded  that  the  presence  of  added 
water  was  due  to  a leaking  cooling  machine. 

In  the  case  of  a Channel  Islands  milk  reported  as  containing 
14.1%  of  extraneous  water — following  the  usual  investigation,  the 
producer  was  prosecuted  and  fined  £2  and  £2  16s.  Od.  costs. 

'Fhe  contamination  of  milk  and  other  foodstuffs  by  foreign  matter 
is  becoming  far  too  common  and  any  complaints  received,  from  what- 
ever source,  is  immediately  investigated. 

In  one  instance  a householder  complained  that  she  had  found  glass 
splinters  in  a bottle  of  milk  which  she  had  purchased  from  her  usual 
supplier.  After  she  had  uncapped  the  bottle  and  poured  a quantity 
into  a beaker  for  her  10  months  old  daughter,  she  discovered  a piece 
of  glass  in  the  milk  which  remained.  Realising  that  her  small  daughter 
might  have  swallowed  some  of  the  glass  she  reported  to  her  doctor  who 
declared  the  child  to  be  unharmed  but  advised  the  mother  to  report  the 
matter  to  this  Department.  The  matter  was  fully  investigated  and  the 
responsibility  for  the  incident  was  considered  to  be  that  of  the  suppliers 
who  were  subsequently  prosecuted  and  fined  £5  and  ^^1  costs. 

A report  concerning  a cigarette  end  found  in  a bag  of  flour  delivered 
with  other  groceries  to  a Cheshire  Primary  School  was  reported  to  the 
Department  by  the  Headmistress  whose  practice  it  was  to  examine  all 
groceries  on  arrival.  'Phis  contamination  was  considered  to  be  of  an 
objectionable  nature  and  legal  proceedings  were  accordingly  taken 
against  the  firm  supplying.  Fines  totalling  ^^15  were  imposed  in  this 
case. 

'Fhe  purchase  of  a bottle  of  milk  found  to  contain  a mass  of  animal 
hair  and  dirt  was  reported  by  a housewife.  'Fhe  farmer  who  bottled 
this  particular  supply  was  later  prosecuted  and  fined  £5  and  £l  8s.  Od. 
costs. 

Final  reference  in  this  list  is  made  in  regard  to  a complaint  by  a 
householder,  of  a bottle  of  milk  which  was  proved  on  analysis  to  contain 
a quantity  of  mould.  Legal  action  was  accordingly  taken  and  the 
suppliers  were  fined  £5  and  £2  12s.  6d.  costs. 
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A brief  summary  of  all  other  non-standard  samples  of  foods  and 
drugs  other  than  milk  is  given  below  with  a brief  result  of  the  analysis 
of  each,  and  the  action  taken.

Weight  of  sand  and  grit  in  contents  of  tin  was  0.171  grams). 
Canners  Cautioned. 

5 Codeine  Linetus  (Deficient  in  Codeine  Phosphate.)  Manufact- 
urer Cautioned. 

6 Cut  Mixed  Peel  (Contained  50  parts  per  million  excess  preserv- 
ative). Manufacturer  Cautioned. 

7 Pork  Sausage  (Contained  190  parts  per  million  undeclared 
sulphur  dioxide  preservative).  Seller  Cautioned.

Canners 
Cautioned.

15  Potted  Meat  (Contained  only  59%  of  meat).  Informal  sample —

16  Potted  Meat  (Contained  only  62%  of  meat  and  is  a sample  of 
meat  paste  containing  cereal  filler).  Formal  sample  re  No.  15. 
Manufacturer  prosecuted.  Magistrates  granted  absolute  dis- 
charge. 

17  Lobster  Spread  (Deficient  in  lobster  to  the  extent  of  14^ij). 
Informal  sample.  See  No.  27. 

18  Apricot  Jam  (37%  deficient  in  fruit).  Informal  sample. 
Manufacturer  Cautioned. 
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19  Cod  Liver  Oil  Emulsion  (Sample  in  an  unsatisfactory  condition 
owing  to  breakdown  of  emulsion  and  separation  of  separate  layers 
of  water  and  oil).

In  conclusion  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  compared  with  1957  there 
is  a considerable  drop  in  the  number  of  samples  of  food  and  drugs 
which  on  analysis  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory.  These  comparisons 
can,  of  course,  be  misleading,  because  samples  even  if  adversely  reported 
upon  for  only  very  minor  discrepancies  are  included  in  the  list  of 
samples  adulterated  or  otherwise  not  up  to  standard.  It  can  therefore 
be  assumed  that  generally  speaking,  food  on  sale  to  the  public  is  of 
reasonably  good  quality.

There  is  still  a shortage  of  accommodation  suitable  for  the  needs 
of  the  aged  senile  patients,  who  have  become  too  difficult  to  remain  at 
home,  and  who  previously  became  inmates  of  County  Institutions  of 
the  former  Public  Assistance  Committee.  It  is  hoped  that  an  extension 
of  the  regional  geriatric  provision  will  remedy  this  need. 

The  Management  Committee  of  the  Cheadle  Royal  Hospital  in 
1959  opened  a “day  hospital”  in  separate  premises  within  the  grounds 
where  patients  not  necessarily  requiring  in-patient  stay  are  received 
and  go  home  each  day. 

Occupational  therapy  and  psychiatric  treatment  will  be  provided 
by  the  hospital.  The  role  of  the  Local  Health  Authority  will  be  to 
provide  the  necessary  transport  (subject  to  the  conditions  imposed  by 
statute)  and  to  see  that  proper  care  is  maintained  in  the  patients’  own 
homes. 

The  results  of  this  scheme,  which  so  far  as  Cheshire  is  concerned 
is  new,  will  be  awaited  with  great  interest. 


Admissions 

The  undermentioned  information,  extracted  from  the  Deva 
Hospital  returns,  conveys  in  retrospect  (a)  the  nature  of  mental  illness 
prevalent  during  the  year  (b)  the  period  of  hospitalization,  and  the 
prospect  of  a resumption  of  the  patient’s  former  normal  life.

Temporary  Care 

In  1958  the  provision  was  continued  of  temporary  care  by  ad- 
mission to  hospital  for  periods  of  up  to  two  months  during  family 
emergencies,  especially  during  the  summer  months  when  permanent 
patients  are  on  holiday,  thus  providing  a temporary  respite  for  parents 
of  children  who  could  not  at  the  time  be  permanently  accommodated. 

During  1958,  such  temporary  care  was  provided  in  23  cases* 
Another  method  of  securing  the  same  benefit  has  been  the  introduction 
of  short  stay  accommodation  at  the  Orchard  Dene  Hostel  at  Rainhill 
of  the  National  Association  for  Mental  Health  where  similar  temporary 
accommodation  is  available,  subject  to  contribution  by  the  parents 
under  the  provision  of  the  Care  and  After-care  convalescence  provisions 
of  the  National  Health  Service  Act.  Six  children  were  so  accom- 
modated in  1958.

Male  defectives  in  their  own  homes  have  continued  to  be  super- 
vised by  Authorised  Officers,  and  female  defectives  by  Health  Visitors. 

Occupation  Centres 

'I’he  County  Council  now  has  five  occupation  centres,  at  New 
Ferry,  Altrincham,  Macclesfield,  Hyde  and  Nantwich,  which  provide 
training  for  ineducable  children,  and  give  much  appreciated  help  to 
their  parents. 

Full  use  is  made  of  special  transport,  and  the  only  defective 
children  suitable  for  occupation  centres  who  cannot  attend  one  are 
those  few  [isolated  cases  in  rural  districts  where  the  cost  of  transport 
would  be  wholly  disproportionate.

The  present  occupation  centres  provide  for  children  of  school  age 
only.  Consideration  has  been  given  by  the  County  Health  Committee 
to  the  provision  of  occupation  centre  training  to  adults,  young  children 
and  physically  handicapped  persons  suffering  from  mental  defect,  and 
it  has  been  decided  as  a matter  of  policy  that  the  occupation  centre 
service  shall  be  extended  gradually  to  cover  these  other  categories. 

New  occupation  centres  at  Eastham  (to  replace  the  present  one 
at  New  Ferry),  at  Ellesmere  Port  and  at  Northwich  have  been  included 
in  the  programme  of  capital  expenditure  for  the  present  year,  and  plans 
have  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Local  branches  of  the  National  Spastics  Society,  a voluntary  organ- 
isation, have  set  up  centres  at  Crewe,  Bollington  and  Sale.  Children 
and  adults  suffering  from  severe  physical  handicaps  attend  once  or 
more  weekly  at  these  voluntary  centres.  Financial  contributions  are 
made  to  these  centres,  based  upon  the  attendances  of  children  who 
but  for  their  physical  handicap  would  attend  occupation  centres. 
( 1 his  facility  began  in  March  1958  with  payment  for  seven  cases  at 
Bollington,  a centre  which  has  now'  been  discontinued  because  of  the 
small  number  of  spastics  attending). 
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Prevention  of  Mental  Illness 

The  valuable  work  of  the  County  Council’s  cerebral  palsy  teams 
has  continued,  and  clinics  are  held  at  Macclesfield,  Cheadle,  Crewe  and 
Northwich.  The  Clatterbridge  Cerebral  Palsy  Unit  is  also  fully 
utilised.  In  other  areas  near  Manchester  children  suffering  from 
cerebral  palsy  attend  at  the  Duchess  of  York  Hospital  at  Burnage. 
These  activities  undoubtedly  have  a preventive  effect  with  regard  to 
mental  deficiency. 

The  whole  subject  of  prevention  of  mental  ill-health  is  constantly 
in  the  minds  of  the  Council’s  medical  and  nursing  staff.  Even  the 
comparatively  simple  procedure  of  re-assurance  and  assuaging  fears 
and  doubts  in  suitable  cases  has  a decidedly  beneficial  effect  upon  mental 
strains  and  stresses  and  thereby  has  preventive  value.  The  establish- 
ment of  a County  Psychological  Service,  working  in  close  co-operation 
with  the  hospitals  and  clinics  set  up  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Boards, 
will  for  the  first  time  provide  county  children  with  readily  obtainable 
diagnostic  and  therapeutic  means  in  that  large  field  of  mental  ill-health 
which  does  not  come  within  the  purview  of  mental  hospitals  and  their 
associated  out-patient  clinics.  The  present  staff  of  the  Health  Depart- 
ment cannot  cope  adequately  with  the  cases  in  this  field  even  when 
their  activities  are  supplemented  by  reference  to  child  guidance  centres 
outside  the  County.  Such  a service  can  be  expected  to  have  a consider- 
able preventive  value,  in  addition  to  its  value  in  the  investigation  and 
treatment  of  behaviour  disorders  in  childhood. 

General 

As  in  previous  years  reports  on  defectives  and  on  their  home 
conditions  have  been  supplied  to  Hospital  Management  Committees 
on  a variety  of  occasions,  e.g.  for  holiday  leave,  licensing,  and  at  intervals 
for  the  Statutory  Visitors.  Health  Visitors  and  Authorised  Officers 
have  attended  Juvenile  and  other  Courts  to  give  evidence  in  regard  to 
alleged  offences  by  defectives,  and  when  necessary  Medical  Officers  of 
the  Department  have  attended  to  give  medical  evidence. 

Co-operation  with  the  Children’s  Department,  and  with  the 
Welfare  Department  has  continued  as  in  previous  years,  and  help  was 
given  to  other  authorities  on  a reciprocal  basis  in  regard  to  their  cases, 
by  way  of  ascertainment  and  application  for  Justices’  Orders. 

I should  like  to  take  the  opportunity  of  acknowledging  the  ready 
help  given  at  all  times  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Boards’  Bed  Bureau, 
which  has  again  on  various  occasions  found  prompt  places  for  cases 
whose  admission  was  an  imperative  urgency. 


Section  X. -Domestic  Help 


Under  Section  29  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  the 
County  Council  is  empowered  to  provide  a Domestic  Help  Service 
for  households  where  such  help  is  required  owing  to  the  presence  of 
any  person  who  is  ill,  lying  in,  an  expectant  mother,  mentally  defective, 
aged,  or  a child  not  over  compulsory  school  age. 

The  service  is  one  of  those  which  have  been  devolved  to  Divisional 
Health  Committees  for  organisation,  administration,  and  management 
within  the  approved  estimates.  It  is  not  one  of  the  services  provided 
free  under  the  Act,  and  the  Local  Health  Authority  has  adopted  an 
appropriate  payment  scale.

Section  XI.-Home  Nursing 


Under  Section  25  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  the  County 
Council  has  the  duty  to  provide  a full  service  for  nursing  sick  persons 
at  home  free  of  charge  to  the  patient. 

Details  of  the  nurses  and  nurse-midwives  employed  by  the  County 
Council  are  given  earlier  in  this  report,  together  with  their  districts. 

Small  nursing  appliances  are  kept  by  nurses  for  loan  to  their 
patients;  large  items  such  as  special  beds,  wheel  chairs,  spinal  carriages 
are  available  at  the  Divisional  Offices.  This  service  forms  part  of  the 
County  Council’s  arrangements  under  Section  28  of  the  Act.

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Section  XII. -Handicapped  Persons 


General 

Under  Section  29  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  the  County 
Council  provides  Welfare  Services  for  handicapped  persons,  and  the 
scheme  under  this  heading  has  been  made  the  responsibility  of  the 
County  Health  Committee. 

'Fhe  classes  of  handicapped  persons  to  which  the  section  applies 
are  the  blind,  the  partially  sighted,  the  deaf  and  dumb,  and  others 
substantially  and  permanently  handicapped  by  illness,  injury,  congenital 
deformity,  or  such  other  disability  as  may  be  prescribed. 


Blind  Persons 

The  Council’s  approved  scheme  so  made  continues,  with  necessary 
amplification,  the  scheme  carried  out  in  previous  years  in  accordance 
with  the  Blind  Persons  Acts.  Its  details  are  executed  by  the  Blind 
Welfare  Societies  at  Chester,  Ashton-under-Lyne,  and  Macclesfield, 
with  which  appropriate  financial  arrangements  have  been  made.  The 
Welfare  Services  of  these  Societies  have  been  extended,  so  far  as  they 
are  applicable,  to  partially  sighted  persons. 


Certification 

To  ensure  that  no  person’s  name  is  placed  on  the  register  without 
the  certificate  of  a medical  practitioner  wdth  special  experience  in 
ophthalmology,  all  applicants  were  examined  by  one  of  the  County 
Ophthalmologists.  Those  who  so  wished  were  examined  a second 
time  under  the  Medical  Referee  Service — conducted  jointly  with  the 
North  Regional  Association — by  independent  Medical  Referees.

Workshop  Employees 

Annual  grants  were  continued  on  the  usual  principles  to  recognised 
Workshops  for  Cheshire  employees.  A “minimum  wage”  principle 
has  been  adopted  for  certain  workers,  their  income  being  made  up 
to  a nationally  agreed  fixed  amount.  On  this  principle  there  were  5 
male  and  2 female  employees  at  Chester,  3 male  employees  at 
Macclesfield,  1 male  employee  at  Oldham,  1 male  employee  at  Stoke- 
on-Trent,  3 males  and  1 female  at  Henshaws,  1 male  employee  at 
Warrington,  1 male  employee  at  Stockport  and  2 male  employees  at 
Liverpool  at  the  end  of  1958. 

Home  Workers 

'I'he  three  voluntary  societies  arranged  for  the  employment  at 
home  of  those  capable  of  it.  Augmentation  in  accordance  with  the 
National  Scheme  was  given  by  the  Council  to  all  County  approved 
Workers,  who  numbered  13  at  the  end  of  1958. 
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open  Industry 

During  1958,  grants  on  the  Home  W orkers  scale  were  made  to 
two  blind  persons  employed  in  open  industry. 

Rehabilitation 

Four  males  and  one  female  were  maintained  for  varying  penods 
during  1958  at  the  National  Institutes  Rehabilitation  Centre,  Oldbury 
Grange,  Bridgnorth. 

National  Library  for  the  Blind 

Grant  and  augmentation  were  made  in  1958  to  the  National 
Library  for  the  Blind  on  behalf  of  2 Cheshire  Home  W'orkers  who 
are  Blind  Copyists  for  its  northern  branch,  apart  from  the  usual 
annual  grant  for  general  services,  which  are  used  by  over  100  Cheshire 
residents. 

Other  Services 

The  usual  annual  grants  were  continued  in  1958  to  the  National 
Institute  for  the  Blind  and  the  North  Regional  Association  for  their 
respective  national  and  regional  services.  An  additional  grant  was 
paid  to  the  National  Institute  in  respect  of  its  services  in  placing 
blind  persons  in  open  industry.  Six  persons  were  newly  placed 
during  1958,  three  persons  changed  employment  and  a total  of  634 
visits  was  made  by  the  Institute’s  Officers  in  connexion  with  this 
service. 

Grants  are  made  when  necessary  towards  training  blind  persons 
to  work  with  guide  dogs. 

Wireless  Certificates 

199  Certificates  entitling  the  recipients  to  a free  wireless  licence 
were  issued  in  1958  to  applicants  on  the  register. 

Deaf  Persons 

'I’he  County  is  fully  covered  by  voluntary  societies  for  the  welfaiv.. 
of  the  deaf,  and  financial  grants  are  made  by  the  County  Council  to 
these  societies,  which  act  as  authorised  agents  for  the  provision  of 
advice  and  help,  when  desired,  for  the  establishment  of  social  centres, 
and  for  outings  and  other  recreational  activities.  A grant  is  also  paid 
to  the  North  Regional  Association  for  the  Deaf  in  respect  of  its  statistical, 
co-ordinating,  and  educational  work.  The  numbers  of  Cheshire  deaf

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Other  Handicapped  Persons 

General 

The  registers  of  handicapped  persons  other  than  the  blind,  deaf, 
and  dumb  are  kept  by  Divisional  Medical  Officers.  They  are  limited 
to  persons  who  wish  to  receive  benefits  under  the  approved  scheme. 
General  advice  is  given  on  overcoming  their  handicaps,  and  on  how  to 
obtain  such  help  as  is  available,  either  under  this  scheme  or  under  the 
hospital,  local  authority,  or  other  aspects  of  the  National  Health 
Service.  One  example  of  help  under  this  scheme  is  adaptation  of 
premises,  inside  or  outside,  to  facilitate  use  of  an  invalid  chair  or 
carriage.  During  1958  the  County  Health  Committee  approved  grants 
towards  the  cost  of  adaptations  at  the  homes  of  thirty-three  handicapped 
persons  to  help  them  overcome  their  difficulties.  Assistance  in 
handicrafts  is  given  when  possible,  with  the  co-operation  of  voluntary 
bodies.  The  most  prominent  example  of  the  Council’s  help  to 
handicapped  persons  is,  of  course,  Wrenbury  Hall  Colony  (see 
Section  V).

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Welfare  Services  for  Handicapped  Persons. 

In  July,  1958,  the  Ministry  of  Health  issued  circular  16/58  which 
enumerated  several  additional  ways  in  which  the  welfare  services  for 
handicapped  persons  could  be  increased,  d'he  following  report  was 
prepared  for  the  County  Health  Committee,  setting  out  the  services 
available  and  commenting  on  the  points  mentioned  in  the  circular. 
This  information  was  passed  to  the  Divisional  Committees  for  consider- 
ation and  action. 

(1)  Day  dubs  or  centres  for  the  handicapped 

A small  centre  has  been  set  up  by  Chester  City  Council,  attended 
by  about  a dozen  physically  handicapped  persons  each  week,  two  of 
whom  are  from  the  county  area.  Occupations  of  the  “homecraft”  type 
are  taught  and  social  activities  enjoyed. 

A very  successful  club  is  being  conducted  at  the  Macclesfield 
Hospital,  attended  by  patients  from  the  orthopaedic  and  geriatric 
departments  of  the  hospital. 

(2)  Occupational  homework  either  of  therapeutic  or  diversionary  type 
or  followed  for  gain 

The  County  Council  employ  a part-time  occupational  therapist  in 
the  Sale  and  Altrincham  divisions.  In  the  Crewe  and  Nantwich  areas 
ex-patients  of  the  Oswestry  Orthopaedic  Hospital  receive  encourage- 
ment in  home  crafts  from  voluntary  visitors  and  in  other  parts  of  the 
county  the  local  British  Red  Cross  Society  members  and  other  inter- 
ested voluntary  helpers  supply  material  for  home  occupations.  I'here 
is  no  area  where  it  has  been  possible  to  provide  home  occupation  of 
the  paid  type  in  connection  with  local  industry  as  has  been  done  in  at 
least  one  other  county,  but  which  would  undoubtedly  be  the  best  means 
of  arranging  for  home  occupation. 

(3)  Supply  of  personal  aids 

A whole  host  of  these  have  been  evolved  and  are  available  for 
cripples  and  elderly  persons  on  loan. 

(4)  Structural  alterations  in  disabled  persons'  homes 

Items  of  this  kind  appeared,  but  are  now  regularly  on  the  County 
Health  Committee’s  agenda  and  dealt  with  by  divisional  committees. 

(5)  Welfare  of  the  Blind 

The  Minister  considers  that  the  adoption  by  an  authority  of  power 
to  provide  services  itself,  which  can  be  exercised  in  full  co-operation 
with  the  voluntary  organisations  now  entrusted  with  the  work,  would 
enable  better  and  more  uniform  provision  to  be  made.  Certain 
activities  on  behalf  of  blind  persons  are  already  carried  out  directly  by 
the  County  Health  Committee. 
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(6)  Hostels  for  the  tuberculous 

Cheshire,  by  its  provision  of  Wrenbury  Hall,  is  a pioneer  in  this 
respect  and  give  industrial  training,  rehabilitation  and  colonisation  to 
suitable  tuberculous  ex-patients.  As  a result  of  recent  advances  in 
surgical  and  medical  treatment  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  the  need  for 
this  provision  is  by  no  means  so  great  as  formerly,  and  this  problem 
has  been  carefully  considered  by  the  W renbury  Hall  Management 
Committee. 

(7)  Hostels  for  convalescent  mental  patients 

A number  of  such  hostels  have  already  been  set  up  by  the  “Mental 
After-care  Association”. 

(8)  Short-stay  Hostels  for  chronic  sick  and  infirm 

This  is  a matter  for  the  WTlfare  Committee. 

(9)  Hospital  case  conferences 

These  are  regularly  taking  place  in  connection  with  the  paediatric 
departments  of  Clatterbridge  and  Chester  hospitals.  The  Mental 
WTlfare  Officers  (Duly  Authorised  Officers)  are  in  constant  touch, 
informally,  with  the  mental  hospitals  and  the  Almoners  of  all  hospitals 
where  they  are  employed,  do  not  hesitate  to  consult  the  County  Health 
Department  and  Divisional  Medical  Officers  on  behalf  of  all  handi- 
capped persons  being  treated  at,  or  about  to  be  discharged  from,  their 
hospitals. 

(10)  Co-operation  zvith  general  practitioners 

'I'his  is  well  established. 

(11)  Co-operation  zoith  Youth  Employment  Officers  and  the  County 
Welfare  Officer's  Department 

I'his  also  is  well  established. 

Other  Services  for  the  Handicapped  already  provided  by  the 
County  Health  Committee 

(1)  Darly  ascertainment  and  treatment  of  cerebral  palsy  and  spasticity. 

(2)  Provision  on  loan  of  special  beds,  appliances,  mattresses,  bedding 
and  sick  and  nursing  requisites. 

(3)  'J'ransport. 

(4)  Collection  and  laundering  of  foul  washing. 

(5)  Domiciliary  nursing,  health  visiting  and  domestic  help. 

(6)  Giants  towards  training  of  guide  dogs  for  the  blind,  rehabilitation 
of  blind  persons,  placing  of  blind  persons  into  open  industrv  and  the 
services  of  the  National  Library  for  the  Blind. 
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(7)  Early  ascertainment  of  deafness  and  tuition  in  lip  reading. 

(8)  General  welfare  work  amongst  deaf  persons  (through  voluntary 
societies  for  the  welfare  of  the  deaf). 

(9)  Special  education  of  handicapped  schoolchildren. 

(10)  Occupational  centres  for  mental  defectives;  ascertainment  and 
supervision  of  mental  defectives. 

(11)  Provision  of  short-stay  accommodation  for  mental  defectives  in 
order  to  overcome  family  emergencies. 

(12)  Co-operation  with  Ministry  of  Labour  so  as  to  enable  handicapped 
persons  to  find  suitable  work. 

(13)  Training  of  physically  handicapped  persons  into  industry  by 
means  of  such  institutions  as  the  Derwen  training  establishment  for 
physical  defectives. 

(14)  In  general 

Special  attention  and  care  is  given  to  handicapped  persons  through- 
out life  whenever  this  is  required. 

Discussion 

(1)  Apart  from  certain  types  of  handicap  such  as  blindness  and  deaf- 
ness, and  those  services  which  of  necessity  must  be  provided  on  a wide 
basis,  the  welfare  of  the  handicapped  is  one  of  those  services  which 
has  been  devolved  upon  divisional  health  committees. 

(2)  Those  services  for  handicapped  persons  which  are  mentioned  in 
the  Ministry’s  circular  and  which  have  not  been  generally  used  in 
Cheshire  are: — 

(a)  Day  clubs  and  centres, 

(b)  Occupational  home  work, 

(c)  Hostels  for  convalescent  mental  patients, 

(d)  Case  conferences  with  hospitals. 

Of  these,  some  use,  though  not  enough,  is  made  of  occupational 
home  work  and  there  is  already  in  existence  the  means  of  providing 
after-care  of  handicapped  persons  upon  discharge  from  hospital, 
although  this  service  could  perhaps  be  further  developed. 

It  is  not  recommended  that,  for  the  present,  any  provision  should 
be  made  of  hostels  for  convalescent  mental  patients.  The  theory 
behind  these  hostels  is  that  they  form  a useful  half-way  stage  between 
hospital  life  and  the  responsibilities  of  home  life,  and  therefore  re- 
habilitate a discharged  mentally  ill  patient  into  the  problems  of  normal 
life.  The  extent  of  the  need  in  the  county  is  unknown  and  those  hostels 
which  have  been  visited  in  the  south  of  England  seem  to  have  become 
permanent  homes  for  persons  not  sufficiently  ill  to  be  in  a mental 
hospital,  but  unsuitable  temperamentally  to  be  either  at  home  or  in 
an  ordinary  institution  under  the  Welfare  Committee. 
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(3)  1 he  sole  recommendation  in  the  circular  for  which  no  county 
provision  whatsoever  has  been  made,  and  which  may  commend  itself 
to  the  County  Health  Committee,  is  that  regarding  “day  centres  or 
clubs”.  Centres  for  aged  persons  are  already  in  existence  in  certain 
parts  of  the  county  and  grants  are  paid  by  the  Welfare  Committee,  but 
handicapped  persons  are  not  necessarily  aged,  although  many  of  them 
are,  and  of  course  the  aged  are  not  necessarily  handicapped.  It  is 
thought  that  divisional  committees  might  wish  to  consider  whether 
some  such  provision  could  usefully  be  made  for  handicapped  persons 
in  the  larger  centres  of  population.  I'he  expense  would  not  be  great, 
not  mueh  more  than  the  hire  of  a suitable  hall,  transport,  and  the  fees 
of  a person,  not  necessarily  a trained  occupational  therapist,  to  conduet 
the  sessions.  It  is  envisaged  that  such  a club  or  class  would  meet 
weekly  in  the  first  place,  but  may  develop.  It  must  be  remembered, 
however,  that  the  number  of  persons  requiring  or  wishing  to  use  such 
centres  is  not  great.  Although  by  no  means  all  handicapped  persons 
are  known  to  the  County  Health  Department,  many  enquiries  would 
have  to  be  made  to  discover  the  extent  of  the  local  problem  before 
embarking  on  such  a scheme,  and  if  it  were  decided  to  organise  a centre, 
it  would  best  be  partially  maintained  and  run  by  the  users  themselves. 
Where  clubs  of  this  nature  have  been  really  successful,  as  at  Maccles- 
field, there  has  been  the  basis  of  an  orthopeadic  clinic,  and  what  is 
most  important,  enthusiastic  voluntary  help. 

(4)  The  Minister  states  that  governmental  financial  assistance  towards 
the  development  of  services  for  handicapped  persons  shall  be  through 
the  general  grant  and  an  appropriate  allowance  will  be  included  in  the 
amount  for  the  first  grant  period  starting  in  the  financial  year  1959/60. 

(5)  Notwithstanding  all  that  has  already  been  done,  or  may  be 
projected  in  the  future  to  help  handicapped  persons,  the  ideal  is  always 
for  the  handicapped  person  to  overcome  his  handicap,  to  do  a full  job 
of  work  and  to  maintain  himself  or  herself  as  an  ordinary  member  of 
the  community.  Very  many  of  them  do  this  without  help  from  the 
authority,  but  some  require  the  attention  of  the  Health  Department’s 
services  before  they  can  achieve  it. 

(6)  The  classes  of  handicapped  persons  usually  recognised  are  blind 
(or  partially  blind),  deaf  (or  partially  deaf  or  hard  of  hearing)  epileptic, 
physically  handicapped  and  mentally  handicapped.  All  the  classes  have 
their  own  special  problems. 

(7)  It  rnust  be  remembered  that  the  constant  aim  of  all  members  of 
the  medical,  nursing  and  ancillary  professions,  whether  working  in 
hospitals,  private  praetice  or  with  the  local  authorities,  is  to  prevent 
people  from  ever  becoming  handicapped  and  care  is  taken  for  this 
purpose  from  the  ante-natal  period  onwards. 

(8)  For  the  past  five  years,  names,  addresses  and  particulars  of  all 
htmdicapped  school  leavers  have  been  sent  to  Divisional  Medical 
Officers  for  follow-up  and  such  action  as  may  be  necessary. 
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Training  of  Handicapped  Persons  for  Employment 

In  1958,  enquiries  were  made  into  the  number  of  physically 
handicapped  persons  and  mentally  handicapped  school  leavers,  and 
young  persons  who  required  training  to  fit  them  for  employment. 
This  was  undertaken  to  consider  if  Wrenbury  Hall  Colony  should  be 
used  for  this  purpose,  but  enquiries  revealed  that  the  Ministry  of 
Labour  and  National  Service  was  unable  to  support  the  proposal  and 
the  matter  was  deferred. 

The  following  summary,  which  relates  to  males  only,  sets  out  the 
findings. 

(a)  Physically  handicapped  persons 

Follow-up  visits  by  health  visitors  have  indicated  that  only  nine 
physically  handicapped  pupils  who  have  left  school  within  the  last  five 
years  are  not  in  suitable  employment  and  would  be  capable  of  receiving 
benefit  from  training. 

39  families  were  visited,  of  whom  three  had  left  the  district.

(b)  Mentally  handicapped  persons 

Educationally  sub-normal  pupils  are  ascertained  whilst  at  school 
by  the  School  Medical  Officers  and  a decision  is  made  as  to  whether 
they  are  educable  or  not.  If  not  educable  their  names  are  reported  to 
the  County  Health  Committee,  they  are  excluded  from  school,  and  if 
not  very  low  grade  mental  defectives,  they  attend  occupation  centres. 
This  report  does  not  concern  them. 

There  are,  however,  approximately  600  pupils,  educationally  sub- 
normal and  mentally  handicapped  within  the  I.Q.  range  of  55  to  75 
attending  county  schools.  Some  of  them  are  educated  at  the  County 
Council’s  Residential  Special  Schools  at  Grappenhall  and  Capenhurst, , 
although  the  great  majority  remain  in  the  ordinary  schools  receiving 
special  tuition.  Except  for  those  children  at  the  special  schools,  who» 
leave  school  at  16  years  of  age,  the  normal  leaving  age  is  15  and  the 
children  then  either  through  the  Youth  Employment  Officers  or  by 
private  efforts,  seek  employment. 

Whilst  the  majority  of  these  school  leavers  obtain  and  remain  ini 
employment,  others  have  difficulty,  and  in  any  case  mentally  handi- 
capped children  of  school-leaving  age  are  mentally  and  psychologically 
immature  and  even  require  special  help  before  they  can  settle  into) 
responsible  adult  life. 

Before  1948  it  was  the  practice  to  transfer  pupils  leaving  the  Mary. 
Dendy  Special  School  to  the  hospital  section  for  social  and  industrial! 
training  until  they  achieved  stability;  this  is  not  now  possible. 

1 he  after-school  records  of  387  known  and  recorded  educationally, 
sub-normal  pupils,  now  between  the  ages  of  16  and  20,  have  been’ 
obtained  through  the  health  visitors  with  the  following  results: —

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Section  Xlll.  Water  Supplies  Sewerage  and 

Sewage  Disposal 


'I'he  demand  for  improved  conditions  in  country  districts  is 
growing  year  by  year.  A broader  outlook  in  the  mind  of  the  individual 
has  been  stimulated  by  many  factors  in  these  days.  The  shallow  well, 
the  privy  and  the  pail  closet,  though  they  may  have  to  continue  in  use 
for  many  years  in  some  areas  of  very  scattered  population,  are  no  longer 
accepted  as  a reasonable  standard. 

Before  1 944,  progress  was  slow,  partly  because  water  and  sewerage 
expenses  were  a separate  parish  charge.  These  services  are  now  a 
charge  on  the  whole  district,  and  this  has  helped  considerably,  but 
finance  is  still  a dominant  factor.  However,  the  present  grant  arrange- 
ments, brought  in  by  the  Rural  Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage  Act  of 
1944,  whereby  Rural  Authorities  are  assisted  both  by  the  Exchequer 
and  by  the  County  Council,  to  carry  out  approved  schemes  of  water 
supply,  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal,  have  helped  considerably,  and 
a great  amount  of  work  has  been  carried  out  since  that  date.  Many 
Rural  District  Councils,  often  with  small  populations  and  limited 
resources,  have  records  worthy  of  the  highest  praise. 

Naturally,  perhaps,  the  provision  of  piped  water  supplies  has 
largely  taken  precedence,  and  there  is  now  some  leeway  to  make  up 
so  far  as  sewerage  schemes  are  concerned.  Also,  of  course,  the  presence 
of  a public  water  supply  aggravates  the  difficulties  of  disposal  by  private 
systems  and  the  degree  of  nuisance  which  may  arise. 

1 he  Act  of  1944  indeed  envisaged  this  sequence  of  events  because 
it  provided  that  the  Alinister  ( and  therefore  the  County  Council) 
should  not  contribute  towards  the  cost  of  a sewerage  or  sewage  disposal 
scheme  under  the  Act  unless  the  need  for  the  scheme  had  arisen  because 
of  the  provision  ot  a piped  water  supply  in  the  locality. 

1 hus  in  Cheshire  the  county  as  a whole  is  now  well  provided  with 
piped  water  supplies,  and  the  schemes  being  submitted  are,  in  the  case 
of  rural  areas,  to  provide  mains  extensions  to  serve  areas  of  very 
scattered  populations  or  for  the  improvement  of  sources  of  supply,  and 
in  the  case  of  the  urban  areas,  to  provide  mains  extensions  for  new 
development  or  to  improve  or  augment  existing  supplies.  In  the  case 
of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal,  while  the  urban  areas  are  in  the 
main  well  served,  and  are  submitting  schemes  normally  only  to  provide 
for  new  developemnt  or  to  extend  disposal  w'orks  which  have  become 
overloaded,  some  of  the  rural  authorities  still  have  fairly  large  villages 
which  are  unsevvered,  and  there  is  much  work  to  be  done  in  this  direction 
in  the  next  few  years. 
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Regrouping  of  Water  Undertakings. 

Discussions  in  this  connection  have  continued  during  the  year 
under  review,  and  in  several  cases  the  Department  has  given  its  observa- 
tions upon  regroupings  or  amalgamations  being  considered. 

During  the  year,  the  following  transfers  of  undertakings  by  agree- 
ment of  the  parties  concerned,  took  place: — 

On  1st  April,  1958,  the  Water  Undertaking  of  Chester  Rural 
District  Council  was  transferred  to  the  Chester  Waterworks  Company. 
The  order  effecting  this  transfer  also  extended  the  limits  of  supply  of 
the  Company  to  include  the  limits  of  supply  of  the  Rural  District 
Council,  namely  the  parishes  of  Barrow,  Bridge  Traff'ord,  Dunham  Hill, 
Elton,  Guilden  Sutton,  Hapsford,  Mickle  Trafford,  Picton,  Thornton- 
le- Moors,  Wervin  and  Wimbolds  Trafford. 

On  1st  October,  1958,  the  Water  Undertaking  of  Alsager  Urban 
District  Council  was  transferred  to  the  Mid.  and  South-East  Cheshire 
Water  Board. 

On  1st  October,  1958,  the  Water  Undertaking  of  the  Runcorn 
Rural  District  Council  was  transferred  to  the  Warrington  Corporation. 
Certain  parishes  of  the  Rural  District  were  already  in  the  area  of  supply 
of  the  Corporation  and  the  effect  of  the  transfer  was  to  bring  the  whole 
of  the  Rural  District  into  the  Corporation’s  area  of  supply  except  for 
the  parish  of  Halton  and  part  of  the  parish  of  Sutton,  which  remain 
in  the  statutory  area  of  supply  of  the  Runcorn  District  Water  Board. 
The  Rural  District  Council  were  given  representation  upon  the  Water 
Committee  of  the  Corporation. 

Financial  Assistance  to  District  Authorities. 

Financial  assistance  towards  the  cost  of  water  supply,  sewerage 
and  sewage  disposal  schemes  is  made  by  the  County  Council  to  District 
Councils  in  two  ways.  Under  the  Rural  Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage 
Acts,  1944  and  1951,  approved  schemes  for  Rural  localities  may 
qualify  for  assistance  both  from  the  Exchequer  and  from  the  County 
Council.  The  County  Council  also  operate  a scheme  of  financial 
assistance  which  applies  to  all  district  councils,  according  to  the  amount 
of  rate  incidence  due  to  the  cost  of  water  supplies  and  sewerage  in  the 
particular  district. 

This  scheme  was  operated  under  the  provisions  of  Section  307  of 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  This  section  has  now  been  replaced  by 
Section  56  of  the  Local  Government  Act  of  1958  which  enables  a 
county  council  to  make  any  contribution  it  thinks  fit  to  the  expend- 
iture of  a county  district  council.  This  Act,  however,  also  re-arranged 
the  structure  of  local  government  finance,  and  the  County  Scheme  of 
Financial  Assistance  is  accordingly  being  reviewed  in  the  light  of  these 
changed  circumstances. 
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In  the  last  financial  year  for  which  figures  are  at  present  available, 
i.e.  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1958,  a total  sum  of  ;{;38,5]1  was 
contributed  by  the  County  Council  towards  schemes  of  county  district 
councils  which  qualified  in  one  of  the  ways  specified  above. 

During  the  year  1958,  schemes  of  water  supply  estimated  to  cost 
12,234,  and  schemes  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  estimated  to 
a)st’jr2,’959,784,  were  considered  by  the  Department,  and  brief  out- 
lines of  these  schemes  are  given  below. 

Water  Supplies 

Tarvin  Rural  District  Council 

Water  supply  extension  scheme  in  the  parish  of  Edge — 

'I'his  scheme,  estimated  to  cost  1,466,  was  for  the  laying  of  approx- 
imately 890  yards  of  water  main  to  give  a supply  to  four  cottages,  one 
small  holding,  and  one  large  house,  where  the  existing  supplies  were 
unsatisfactory. 

The  scheme  was  recommended  for  approval,  subject  to  the  Rural 
District  Council  giving  consideration  to  an  e.xtension  of  the  scheme 
to  serve  a large  farm  and  one  detached  house  which  were  also  in  need 
of  a mains  supply  of  water. 

Water  supply  extension  scheme  for  the  parish  of  Overton — 

This  scheme,  estimated  to  cost  ;^860,  consisted  of  the  laying  of  580 
yards  of  water  main  to  supply  four  cottages  and  agricultural  land,  all 
in  the  ownership  of  one  farmer.  The  scheme  was  recommended  for 
approval  with  the  proviso  that,  if  no  grant  was  forthcoming  from  either 
the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  or  the  Minister  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  towards  the  cost  of  the  scheme,  the 
Rural  District  Council  should  approach  the  owner  for  a contribution 
towards  the  capital  cost  thereof. 

Water  Supply  Scheme  in  the  parishes  of  Duddon,  and 
Clotton  Hoofield — This  scheme  comprised  the  laying  of  1,333  yards 
of  water  main  to  form  a piped  link  between  Duddon  and  Clotton,  along 
Willington  Lane,  Duddon  and  Common  Lane,  Clotton,  giving  a piped 
supply  to  eleven  houses  and  cottages  with  inadequate  and  impure 
supplies  from  shallow  wells. 

1 he  scheme  was  estimated  to  cost  and  was  recommended 

for  approval. 

Macclesfield  Rural  District  Council 

Water  Supply  Scheme  for  the  village  of  Langley  in  the 
Parish  of  Sutton — 1 his  village  is  at  present  supplied  with  water  from 
three  separate  sources,  consisting  of  springs  in  the  hillsides  near  the 
village.  Two  of  the  supplies  are  fitted  with  a crude  form  of  chlorin- 
ation, the  other  supply  has  no  form  of  treatment.  The  supplies  are 
subject  to  pollution,  and  the  chlorination  is  unreliable.  The  question 
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of  adequacy  also  gives  concern  in  the  summer  months.  It  is  now 
proposed  to  replace  these  unsatisfactory  supplies  by  laying  new  mains, 
connected  with  existing  mains  belonging  to  the  Macclesfield  Corpor- 
ation, thus  enabling  all  the  125  properties  in  the  village  to  receive  a 
satisfactory  and  reliable  mains  water  supply.  Approximately  1,792 
yards  of  water  main  will  be  laid.  This  scheme,  estimated  to  cost 
^^3,930,  was  recommended  for  approval. 

Water  Supply  Scheme  in  the  Swanscoe  area  of  the  Parish 
of  Hurdsfield — I'his  scheme  was  also  for  the  replacement  of  a private 
estate  supply  which  obtains  water  from  a spring  source  in  the  hills  above 
this  area.  For  some  time  this  supply  has  been  inadequate  in  quantity 
during  dry  periods,  and  it  has  now  been  found  to  be  subject  to  inter- 
mittent pollution.  The  proposals  submitted  were  for  the  laying  of 
approximately  1,148  yards  of  water  main  connecting  up  with  existing 
mains  owned  by  the  Council,  to  provide  a supply  of  water  to  five  farms 
and  six  private  houses,  and  the  cost  was  estimated  at  ^1,926. 

The  scheme  was  recommended  for  approval  but  since  the  bulk  of 
the  water  would  be  used  by  the  five  farms,  the  proviso  was  laid  down 
that  in  the  event  of  no  grant  being  made  either  by  the  Minister  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  or  the  Minister  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  towards  the  cost  of  the  scheme,  the  Macclesfield 
Rural  District  Council  should  approach  the  owners  or  occupiers  of 
the  agricultural  properties  concerned  for  a contribution  towards  the 
capital  cost  thereof. 

Congleton  Borough  Council 

Water  supply  extension  scheme  in  the  Buxton  Road  and 
Eaton  Bank  area  of  Buglawton — This  scheme,  estimated  to  cost 
^1,550,  provided  for  the  laying  of  two  new  sections  of  water  main 
totalling  650  yards  to  give  an  improved  supply  to  existing  private  and 
industrial  properties  where  the  pressure  has  been  very  poor  for  a long 
time,  and  to  provide  for  future  housing  and  other  development. 

The  scheme  was  recommended  for  approval. 

Water  Supply  Scheme  for  the  Sandbach  Road  area — This 
proposal  consisted  of  the  laying  of  200  yards  of  water  main  to  serve  a 
small  estate  of  private  housing  development  totalling  approximately 
20  houses.  The  scheme,  estimated  to  cost  >f450,  was  recommended  for 
approval. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

Hoylake  Urban  District  Council — Comprehensive  Sewerage 
and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme. 

The  question  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  has  been  under 
consideration  by  the  Hoylake  Council  for  a number  of  years,  and  early 
in  1958,  they  submitted  a comprehensive  scheme  designed  to  deal 
with  serious  deficiences  in  respect  not  only  of  the  existing  sea  outfall 
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sewers  but  also  of  certain  of  the  internal  trunk  sewers  of  the  Urban 
District  and  neighbouring  areas  of  the  north-western  portion  of  the 
Wirral  peninsula. 

'I'he  four  outfall  sew'ers  by  which  the  sewage  of  the  Urban  District 
is  discharged  to  the  sea  have  all  been  affected  by  major  foreshore 
changes,  and  the  original  outlet  points  have  been  covered  by  sand  so 
that  present  points  of  discharge  are  part-way  along  each  pipe-line  and 
e.xposed  at  low  tide.  Again,  as  the  foreshore  has  risen,  the  low-tide 
mark  has  receded.  Thus  the  existing  outfalls  are  in  varying  stages  of 
under-capacity  and  decay,  and  are  discharging  at  points  which  are 
liable  to  cause  pollution  of  the  foreshore. 

The  situation  has  been  aggravated  by  the  relatively  rapid  building 
development  in  the  Hoylake  area.  Increased  flows  of  sewage  and 
storm-w'ater  have  caused  surcharging  of  sew-ers,  giving  rise  to  frequent 
local  flooding.  Some  sewers  are  in  poor  structural  condition,  others 
are  too  small  to  cope  w'ith  any  further  increase  in  flows.  I'he  three 
other  authorities  of  North  Wirral,  viz.,  Wirral  Urban  District  Council, 
Wallasey  and  Birkenhead,  discharging  sewage  into  the  sea  from  parts 
of  their  areas  via  the  North  ^^'irral  outfall  sewer  at  Leasowe,  (which 
incidentally,  also  serves  a part  of  the  Hoylake  Urban  District)  have 
been  experiencing  similar  difficulties. 

The  scheme  submitted  is  designed  to  deal  jointly  with  these 
problems  (i)  by  providing  new  trunk  and  subsidiary  sewers  as  necessary 
in  the  Hoylake  Urban  District,  conveying  the  wdiole  of  the  sewage  to 
a new  outfall  to  be  constructed  at  Hilbre,  wTich  w-ould  replace  the  four 
existing  outfalls  in  the  Urban  District;  and  (ii)  by  enlargement  of  the 
North  Wirral  system  as  necessary,  and  conveying  this  sewage  also,  to 
the  new  outfall  at  Hilbre. 

The  scheme  provides  for  screens  and  macerators,  but  the  sewage 
would  not  otherwise  be  treated.  The  point  of  outfall,  to  which  all  the 
sewage  would  be  pumped,  is  south-west  of  Hilbre  Island,  and  this  point 
was  chosen  after  studying  Admiralty  and  other  Charts  of  the  Wirral 
coast  and  the  estuary  of  the  River  Dee  as  far  back  as  the  year  1690,  and 
after  carrying  out  series  of  float  tests. 

I he  ultimate  cost  to  the  Hoylake  Council  was  estimated  at 
/|1, 699, 100.  (There  would  in  addition,  of  course,  be  an  allocation  of 
cost  of  the  North  Wirral  part  of  the  scheme  to  Wallasey,  Birkenhead, 
and  the  Wirral  Urban  District  Council). 

In  view  of  the  size  of  this  scheme,  the  controversial  issues  involved, 
and  the  public  interest  likely  to  be  shown,  and  although  the  need  for 
the  scheme  was  not  in  any  doubt,  it  was  decided  to  submit  it  for  the 
observations  of  Sir  A.  H.  S.  Waters  & Partners,  Consulting  Civil 
Engineers,  and  in  the  meantime  consideration  of  the  scheme  was 
deferred.  1 he  observations  of  the  Consulting  Engineers  had  not  been 
received  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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Wirral  Urban  District  Council — Sewerage  works  estimated 
to  cost  101, 500. 

This  submission  represented  the  proportion  of  the  cost  of  the 
enlargement  of  the  North  Wirral  Trunk  Sewer,  included  in  the  scheme 
submitted  by  Hoylake  Urban  District  Council  (see  above)  which  fell 
to  be  borne  by  the  Wirral  Urban  District  Council.  Consideration  of 
this  application  was  similarly  deferred,  pending  the  receipt  of  the 
observations  of  Sir  Arnold  Waters. 

Longdendale  Urban  District  Council — Sewerage  and  Sew- 
age Disposal  Scheme  estimated  to  cost  ^(^200, 190. 

'rhis  scheme  provided: 

(1)  for  the  extension  of  the  existing  sewerage  system  to  serve 
all  parts  of  the  Urban  District  except  for  outlying  properties 
and  particularly  to  serve  Mottram  (which  has  no  proper 
sewerage  system)  and  properties  between  Mottram  and 
Hollingworth,  and  between  Mottram  and  Broadbottom.  Part 
of  the  new  sewers  will  drain  to  sewage  works  at  Hollingworth 
and  part  to  works  at  Broadbottom.  These  sewers  have  been 
badly  needed  for  a number  of  years; 

(2)  the  provision  of  a trunk  sewer  to  serve  a site  which  is  to  be 
used  for  Manchester  “overspill*.  This  will  deliver  to  the 
Broadbottom  works; 

(3)  complete  reconstruction  of  the  Broadbottom  works  which  are 
of  obsolete  type  and  in  a dilapidated  condition; 

(4)  enlargement  and  adaption  of  the  Hollingworth  works  to  deal 
with  the  increased  flow. 

Contributions  towards  the  cost  of  these  works  were  anticipated 
from  the  ^Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  under  Section  2 
(1)  of  the  Town  Development  Act,  1952,  and  from  Manchester  Corpor- 
ation towards  the  cost  of  providing  the  trunk  sewer  for  the  overspill  site. 

'I'he  scheme  was  recommended  for  approval. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  an  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  held  an  Inquiry  into  this  scheme,  and  it  was 
then  stated  that  whereas  it  had  been  expected  that  1 1 ,000  persons  would 
be  housed  on  the  overspill  site,  it  was  now  found  that  only  7,500  could 
be  accommodated  there.  'Phis  means  that  the  capacity  of  the  Broad- 
bottom works  can  be  reduced.  Also,  the  Mersey  Rivers  Board  re- 
quested that  consideration  should  be  given  to  abandoning  the  Holling- 
worth works  and  conveying  the  sewage  from  thence  to  new  works  now 
being  reconstructed  by  Glossop  Corporation  on  the  other  side  of  the 
river,  and  Longdendale  Urban  District  Council  agreed  to  get  out 
comparative  costs  on  this  alternative.  It  appears  therefore  that  this 
scheme  will  be  subject  to  amendment  in  due  course,  at  least  so  far  as 
the  Broadbottom  works  are  concerned. 
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Northwich  Rural  District  Council 

Revised  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  for  the 
Parishes  fo  Little  Leigh  and  Barnton. 

'I'his  scheme  was  submitted  in  substitution  for  a scheme  submitted 
in  1957,  and  commented  upon  in  the  1957  Annual  Report  (q.v.).  d’he 
proposals  now  provide  for  the  sewering  of  Little  Leigh  village,  a 
gravity  trunk  sewer  from  Little  Leigh  to  the  Barnton  Sewerage  system 
which  enable  additional  properties  to  be  connected  en  route,  and  the 
elimination  of  two  existing  sewage  disposal  works.  In  addition  a small 
disposal  plant  and  outfall  drain  are  being  provided  to  serve  a group 
of  six  houses  which  it  is  impracticable  to  drain  to  any  other  system. 
The  complete  scheme  will  provide  facilities  for  61  existing  properties 
and  19  future  properties,  and  is  estimated  to  cost  ^9,852. 

These  revised  proposals  were  recommended  for  approval. 

Revised  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  for  the 
Parish  of  Acton. 

This  again  was  in  substitution  for  a scheme  submitted  in  1957, 
and  commented  upon  in  the  1957  Annual  Report.  The  revised  pro- 
posals will  provide  sewerage  facilities  for  the  whole  village  of  about  130 
houses,  of  which  approximately  80  are  on  the  water  carriage  system, 
and  50,  mainly  older  houses,  are  served  by  pail  closets.  The  sewers 
will  discharge  to  a new  sewage  works  to  be  constructed  near  to  Acton 
Brook,  south  of  the  village.  The  total  cost  of  the  scheme  is  estimated 
;^30,150,  and  is  rendered  somewhat  high  by  a railway  crossing  and 
the  necessity  to  pump  part  of  the  sewage. 

The  scheme  was  recommended  for  approval. 

Wirral  Urban  District  Council — Sewerage  Scheme  for 
Heswall. 

1 his  scheme  was  designed  to  alleviate  flooding  during  periods  of 
heavy  rain  due  to  the  overloading  of  the  sewerage  system,  in  the 
Ileswall  Drainage  Area,  which  includes  the  major  part  of  Heswall  and 
Oldfield,  and  which  drains  to  an  outfall  in  the  Dec  estuary.  The 
proposals  provide  for  the  construction  of  two  intercepting  sewers,  one 
on  the  east  and  one  on  the  west  of  the  area,  a new  outfall  into  the 
estuary  from  the  eastern  sewer  for  excessive  storm  flows,  a new  low- 
level  sewer  to  take  all  remaining  flows  to  the  works,  and  a new  outfall 
sewei  into  the  estuary  from  the  outfall  works.  'Fhese  works  consist 
of  settling  tanks  and  sludge  drying  beds.  New  sludge  beds  are  also 
to  be  provided  to  give  adequate  provision  in  this  respect.  If  necessary 
branch  sewers  draining  to  the  two  intercepting  sewers  will  also  be 
constructed  at  a later  stage,  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  scheme  as  now 
formulated  will  by  itself,  be  sufficient  to  prevent  the  flooding.  The 
proposals  are  estimated  to  cost  180, 142.  d'here  is  no  doubt  of  the 
need  of  this  scheme,  and  accordingly  it  was  recommended  for  approval 
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Wilmslow  Urban  District  Council — Sewerage  Scheme  for 
the  village  of  Styal. 

This  scheme,  estimated  to  cost  ,{^37,500,  provides  for  the  sewering 
of  that  part  of  the  village  of  Styal  which  lies  to  the  south  of  Altrincham 
Road  to  its  junction  with  Hollin  Lane,  and  the  area  of  Cross  Farm  to 
the  south.  It  will  thus  deal  with  the  village  proper,  including  all  the 
older  properties  now  in  the  ownership  of  the  National  Trust,  and  will 
enable  the  Trust  to  carry  out  improv'ements  to  their  cottages  which 
have  been  held  up  pending  the  provision  of  sewerage  facilities.  Drain- 
age will  all  be  by  gravitation  to  the  Council’s  existing  Northern  Sewage 
Disposal  Works.  105  properties  will  be  served  by  the  scheme  as  sub- 
mitted, and  it  will  allow  the  abolition  of  100  pail  closets.  Provision  is 
included  for  later  sewer  extensions  to  be  carried  out  which  will  mean 
that  eventually  approximately  250  properties  can  be  served.  'Phe 
scheme  is  necessarily  expensive  because  of  a number  of  factors,  but 
the  need  for  the  same  was  not  in  doubt,  and  it  will,  of  course,  give  a 
new  lease  of  life  to  this  village. 

The  scheme  was  therefore  recommended  for  approval. 

Ellesmere  Port  Borough  Council — Sewerage  and  Sewage 
Disposal. 

Outline  plans  were  submitted  by  the  Borough  Council  setting  out  in 
general  terms  their  proposals  for  dealing  with  the  rapid  development 
of  the  Borough  and  the  scheme  for  the  reception  of  overspill  from  the 
City  of  Liverpool  within  the  Borough. 

'I’he  object  was  to  obtain  the  County  Council’s  approval  in  prin- 
ciple for  the  purposes  of  the  County  Scheme  of  Financial  Assistance. 
'Fhe  proposals  concern  two  drainage  areas  of  the  Borough.  'Fhe  first 
is  the  area  south  of  the  Hooton  and  Helsby  Joint  Railway  Line,  and 
comprising  Whitby  and  south  to  Stanney  Wood.  'I'his  area  drains 
to  disposal  works  at  Little  Stanney  which  are  adequate  for  the  flow 
at  present  reaching  them.  However,  large  scale  development  is 
expected  in  this  area  in  connection  with  the  Liverpool  Overspill 
Scheme,  as  well  as  some  development  for  Ellesmere  Port  itself.  The 
population  of  the  area  may  rise  from  12,000  to  42,000,  and  the  estimated 
cost  of  enlarging  the  Little  Stanney  works  to  deal  with  this  increased 
flow  is  given  as  ,(^250,000. 

The  second  drainage  area  affected  is  the  Overpool,  Great  Sutton 
and  Little  Sutton  area.  This  area  drains  to  a sewer  running  down  the 
Rivacre  Valley,  and  thence  by  a syphon  under  the  Manchester  Ship 
Canal  into  the  Mersey.  The  sewer,  which  carries  both  foul  and  surface 
water,  is  in  poor  shape  generally,  and  was  originally  designed  for  the 
villages  of  Great  Sutton  and  Little  Sutton  only.  1 he  syphon  under 
the  Canal  is  loaded  to  capacity  and  during  times  of  heavy  rain  flooding 
occurs  around  the  svohon  basin  and  also  further  back.  A large 
amount  of  local  authority  housing  has  already  taken  place  in  this  area, 
and  action  was  becoming  urgent.  The  advent  of  the  Liverpool  Over- 
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spill  Scheme  has  now  made  the  matter  doubly  so,  as  further  large  areas 
are  earmarked  for  development,  partly  for  overspill,  partly  for  municipal 
housing  and  partly  for  private  enterprise  housing.  The  population  of 
this  area  is  expected  to  rise  from  19,000  to  31,000. 

I'he  outline  proposals  are  to  construct  a duplicate  sewer  down  the 
valley  and  to  provide  a sewage  disposal  works  somewhere  in  the 
Overpool  area  to  treat  the  whole  of  the  sewage  of  the  area.  The  valley 
sewer  is  estimated  to  cost  ^100,000,  and  the  sewage  works  j(;350,000. 

The  total  expenditure  involved  is  thus  ,^700,000,  and  the  popu- 
lation of  the  Borough  is  expected  to  rise  from  38,000  to  80,000.  On 
these  figures,  it  was  understood  that  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  had  undertaken  to  contribute  ^^90,000  towards  the  cost  of 
the  scheme,  under  the  Town  Development  Act,  1952. 

The  proposals  were  of  course  in  very  broad  outline  only,  and 
there  may  be  differences  of  detail  at  a later  stage.  It  is  obvious,  how- 
ever, that  some  such  augmentation  of  the  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal 
services  of  the  Borough  will  be  necessary,  and  the  outline  proposals 
were  therefore  recommended  for  approval  in  principle  subject  to  the 
submission  of  detailed  reports  and  proposals  when  these  are  available. 


Bebington  Borough  Council — Sewerage  extension  scheme, 
Poulton  Road. 

This  scheme  provided  for  the  extension  of  a sewer  in  Poulton 
Road  to  provide  sewerage  facilities  for  the  continued  develoment  of  a 
housing  estate,  situated  on  the  easterly  side  of  this  road.  The  scheme 
was  estimated  to  cost  ^(^1,350,  towards  which  the  estate  developer  had 
undertaken  to  contribute  ;{^300. 

The  scheme  was  recommended  for  approval. 

Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  Inquiries  and 
Investigations. 

During  the  year.  Inspectors  of  the  Ministry  held  Inquiries  or 
Investigations  into  the  following  schemes,  and  the  Department  was 
represented  by  the  County  Health  Inspector  whenever  he  was  available  :

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Section  XIV. -Co-ordination  with  other  branches 

of  the  Health  Service 


The  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  which  became  operative  on 
5th  July,  1948,  completed  its  tenth  year  in  the  year  under  review,  and 
the  Minister  of  Health  in  Circular  22/58  asked  for  a brief  review  to  be 
given  in  this  report  of  the  way  in  which  the  local  health  services  have 
functioned  during  the  past  ten  years  in  the  wider  setting  of  the  National 
Health  Service. 

The  three  columns  of  the  National  Health  Service  are: — 

1.  Hospital  and  Specialist  Services  (administered  by  Regional 
Hospital  Boards) 

2.  General  practitioner  (medical  and  dental),  pharmaceutical  and 
supplementary  ophthalmic  services  (administered  by  the 
Executive  Councils) 

3.  Personal  Health  Services  (administered  by  Local  Health 
Authorities). 

The  following  summary  sets  out  the  ways  in  which  the  County 
Council  services  have  functioned  in  association  with  the  other  services 
administered  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Boards  and  the  Cheshire  Exec- 
utive Council. 

General 

The  County  Health  Committee  which  amongst  other  duties  is 
responsible  to  the  County  Council  for  the  operation  of  Part  HI  and 
Section  51  of  the  National  Service  Act,  1946,  includes  two  nominated 
members  from  each  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Boards,  two  from  the 
Cheshire  Executive  Council  and  two  from  the  Cheshire  Local  Medical 
and  Panel  Committee.  The  County  Council  is  represented  on  the 
Liverpool  and  Manchester  Regional  Hospital  Boards  and  on  the  boards 
of  Governors  of  the  Teaching  Hospitals.  Acting  as  Sub-Committees  of 
the  County  Health  Committee  are  Divisional  Health  Committees  for  the 
fifteen  administrative  areas  into  which  the  County  is  divided  for  health 
service  purposes.  Each  Divisional  Health  Committee  has  a general 
medical  practitioner  as  one  of  its  co-opted  members,  and  includes  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Management  Committees  of  Hospitals  in  the  division. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  is  a member  of  the  Cheshire  Exec- 
utive Council,  the  two  Regional  Hospital  Board  Medical  Liaison  Com- 
mittees and  of  various  Hospital  Management  Committees  in  the  County. 
Thus  close  co-ordination  is  obtained  at  Committee  level. 

The  Divisional  Medical  Officer  is  also  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  each  of  the  District  Councils  in  his  division,  creating  a close  link 
with  those  health  services  provided  under  the  Public  Health  Acts. 
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Each  area  of  the  County  has,  therefore,  a Senior  Medical  Officer  avail- 
able locally,  for  consultation  by  the  hospitals  or  the  general  practitioners. 
Each  division  is  responsible  for  keeping  private  medical  practitioners 
and  the  general  public  informed  of  details  of  the  County  Health 
Services,  and  to  this  end  Guides  for  General  Practitioners  have  been 
produced,  setting  out  the  days  and  times  of  clinics,  the  names,  addresses 
and  telephone  numbers  of  the  various  officers  and  other  information 
thought  to  be  useful  to  the  local  doctors.  The  County  has  been 
divided  into  eight  areas  for  the  purpose  of  this  publication. 

Eixcellent  co-operation  is  received  from  the  Cheshire  Executive 
Council  which  arranges  to  distribute  information  from  the  County 
Health  Department  with  their  regular  circulars.  During  the  last  few 
months  courses  for  general  practitioners’ secretaries  have  been  organised 
by  the  Cheshire  Executive  Council  and  the  County  Medical  Officer  has 
been  given  the  opportunity  of  speaking  for  part  of  the  course. 


Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children 

General  practitioners  have  for  many  years  attended  Child  Welfare 
Centres  and  at  the  present  time  86  such  clinics  have  general  practit- 
ioners as  their  Medical  Officers  out  of  a total  of  117  clinics.  It  is  the 
custom  for  these  doctors  to  be  nominated  by  the  Local  Medical  Com- 
mittee. This  arrangement  is  valuable  in  enabling  the  practitioners 
to  get  to  know  the  local  health  visitors  and  used  to  working  with  them. 

Some  years  ago,  in  response  to  circulars  of  the  Ministry  of  Health* 
consultations  took  place  between  obstetricians,  general  practitioners 
and  officers  of  the  local  health  authority,  from  which  it  was  evident  that 
the  three  branches  of  the  Health  Service  desired  closer  co-operation. 
1 o ensure  that  the  best  and  fullest  attention  is  given  to  women  in  the 
ante-natal  period  in  populous  areas  which  are  nevertheless  remote  from 
maternity  units  and  hospitals,  there  are  17  ante-natal  clinics  attended 
by  consultants  and  health  visitors;  the  consultants  are  on  the  staff  of 
the  nearest  maternity  hospital.  Apart  from  such  clinics,  acting  as  peri- 
pherical  out-patient  clinics  for  patients  wishing  to  enter  hospital, 
patients  referred  by  general  practitioners  for  advice  are  also  seen. 

A service  very  much  appreciated  by  general  practitioners  is  the 
use  of  three  County  clinics  as  booking  clinics  for  the  general  practit- 
ioner maternity  home. 


\\  hen  an^  expectant  mother  first  sees  a county  midwife,  she  is 
a ways  asked  have  you  booked  your  doctor”.?  The  ante-natal  care  of 
patients  is  furthered  by  an  increasing  number  of  preparation  classes 
w ich  provide  training  in  mothercraft  and  relaxation  exercises  con- 
ucted  by  physiotherapists.  On  each  side  of  the  County  close  co- 
operation is  maintained  with  consultant  paediatricians.  On  the  west 
side  there  are  monthly  case  conferences  to  discuss  cases  at  w^hich  the 
paediatrician,  and,  if  necessary,  a child  psychiatrist,  wdth  the  appro- 
priate officers  of  the  County  Council  attend.  On  the  east  side  the 
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consultant  paediatrician,  who  is  a part-time  officer  of  the  County 
Council,  holds  clinics  in  three  County  clinic  centres.  Many  cases  are 
able  to  have  the  more  routine  investigations  carried  out  at  the  local 
hospitals  without  having  to  travel  to  the  consultant’s  base  hospital. 
Unnecessary  use  of  the  Ambulance  Service  is  avoided,  and  also  loss 
of  time  from  work  and  inconvenience  to  parents.  In  addition,  a 
paediatric  consultant  is  available  locally  to  practitioners. 

In  a further  effort  to  investigate  cases  of  cerebral  palsy  as  early 
/ as  possible.  Dr.  Allen,  Consultant  Paediatrician,  gave  a series  of  short 

^ papers  and  demonstrations  in  1957  to  health  visitors  and  Assistant 

5 County  Medical  Officers.  He  also  supervises  the  cerebral  palsy  team 

> which  comprises  an  occupational  therapist  and  a physiotherapist  oper- 

iating  at  four  County  clinic  centres.  The  team  has  available  the  services 
of  a medical  officer  with  special  training  and  experience  in  estimating 
> the  mental  capacities  of  physically  handicapped  children.  Particularly 
in  connexion  with  cases  of  cerebral  palsy,  excellent  co-operation  is 
received  from  the  Duchess  of  York  Hospital  in  Manchester. 

Health  visitors  make  special  regular  reports  on  all  young  handi- 
capped children,  who  are  the  special  responsibility  of  a Senior  Assistant 
Medical  Officer.  Close  contact  is  kept  with  the  general  practitioners 
and  when  appointments  with  specialists  are  considered  necessary  the 
general  practitioner’s  agreement  is  sought  to  this  step  being  taken.  Care 
' is  taken  that  copies  of  any  consultants’  reports  are  sent  to  the  practit- 
ioners concerned. 

> In  the  field  of  the  early  ascertainment  of  deafness,  much  help 

has  been  obtained  from  Professor  Sir  Alex.  Ewing  and  his  team  from 
Manchester  University.  Health  visitors  and  Medical  Officers  have 
been  trained  and  a series  of  hearing  and  audiology  clinics  have  been 
set  up  throughout  the  County.  These  clinics  are  run  in  conjunction 
w'ith  Professor  Sir  Alex.  Ewing’s  team  and  cases  requiring  a consultant’s 
opinion  are  referred  to  the  nearest  hospital  w ith  an  PhN.d'.  department, 
or  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  County  in  districts  a distance  away  from 
a hospital  the  consultant  for  the  main  hospital  attends  clinics  in  County 
clinic  centres,  to  which  general  practitioners  can  refer  cases  for  initial 
investigation. 

Eye  clinics  are  also  held  in  County  clinic  centres,  and  whenever 
possible  the  opthalmic  surgeons  associated  with  the  hospital  eye  depart- 
mets  are  engaged  to  attend  these  clinics,  ensuring  ease  of  access  to 
hospital  and  continuity  of  treatment.  By  arrangement  with  the 
Cheshire  Executive  Council  and  the  opticians  in  the  County,  payment 
is  made  by  the  County  Council  of  the  parents’  share  of  the  cost  of  non- 
splinter lenses  when  prescribed  for  children  by  one  of  the  ophthalmic 
surgeons  attending  County  clinics. 

Orthopaedic  clinics  are  held  at  County  clinics  together  with  the 
associated  physiotherapy  sessions,  and  in  the  case  of  several  of  these 
I clinics.  County  staff  are  responsible  for  arranging  the  appointments  on 
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behalf  of  the  Hospital  Management  Committees  concerned.  One 
clinic  is  used  by  a Hospital  Mobile  Physiotherapy  Unit. 

Once  each  month  a ward  round  tutorial  class  is  held  at  West  Park 
Hospital,  Macclesfield,  by  the  Consultant  Paediatrician  for  Assistant 
County  Medical  Officers. 

Some  hospitals  notify  the  department  when  children  are  to  be 
discharged  from  hospital. 

Midwifery 

General  practitioners  have  a direct  call  on  County  Midwives,  and 
in  some  rural  areas  the  midwives  attend  doctors’  surgeries  to  help  with 
ante-natal  cases.  Clinic  premises  can  be  made  available  to  practit- 
ioners for  their  ante-natal  work. 

More  and  more  maternity  cases  are  being  discharged  early  from 
hospitals  and  there  is  a well  established  procedure  whereby  the  hospitals 
notify  these  cases  and  the  County  Midwifery  staff  visit  and  complete 
the  necessary  nursing  attention.  Other  notices  of  impending  discharge 
are  a great  help  as  they  enable  an  early  visit  to  be  paid  by  the  Health 
Visitor  for  the  district,  particularly  in  the  case  of  a premature  infant 
requiring  special  care.  One  would  of  course,  prefer  that  maternity 
patients  were  retained  in  hospital  for  the  full  lying-in  period. 

Hospitals  also  request  reports  from  Health  Visitors  in  some  cases 
on  the  home  conditions  before  deciding  on  the  discharge  of  the  mother 
or  baby. 

Where  it  is  necessary  for  the  maternity  unit  or  hospital  to  exercise 
selection  of  maternity  patients  for  admission  to  hospital,  on  social 
grounds,  reference  is  made  to  the  Health  Visitors  for  information  about 
the  home  conditions. 

In  those  cases  where  a general  practitioner  requires  a premature 
baby  born  at  home  admitted  to  hospital,  special  containers  are  available 
for  the  conveyance,  and  the  midwife  has  instructions  to  accompany  the 
baby  to  hospital.  If  premature  babies  are  to  remain  at  home  the  general 
practitioners  can  call  for  special  cots  which  are  available  in  all  areas. 

Another  link  with  the  Maternity  Hospitals  is  in  connexion  with 
the  Part  H training  for  pupil  midwives,  who  spend  three  months  with 
selected  County  Midwives. 

In  1958  the  County  midwifery  staff  helped  with  the  Perinatal 
Mortality  survey  which  was  organised  by  the  National  Birthday  Trust 
Fund.  Details  of  almost  300  confinements  were  compiled. 

Health  Visiting 

Examples  are  given  under  other  headings  of  the  use  made  by 
hospitals  and  general  practitioners  of  the  Health  ^fisitors  and  as  these 
two  sections  have  grown  to  learn  the  value  of  the  Health  Visitor  as  the 
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result  of  the  use  of  her  services,  increasing  use  has  been  made  of  these 
Nurses.  'I'he  Health  Visitors  help  one  large  hospital  by  inspecting 
proposed  lodgings  for  nurses  who  are  required  to  live  out. 

However,  although  use  by  hospitals  and  general  practitioners  is 
increasing,  it  is  felt  that  very  much  more  help  is  available  than  is  yet 
used  throughout  the  County. 

Home  Nursing 

Apart  from  general  medical  and  surgical  visits,  and  those  connected 
with  confinements,  nurses  make  calls  at  the  request  of  practitioners 
and  hospitals  to  give  injections  of  insulin,  penicillin  and  other  drugs. 
V'hen  required,  they  also  prepare  patients  for  certain  X-ray  and  other 
special  examinations.  General  practitioners  have  a direct  call  on  the 
services  of  the  district  nurses. 

'I'he  nurses  hold  a stock  of  the  smaller  items  of  equipment  for 
home  nursing  which  can  be  loaned  to  patients  on  request  from  the 
general  practitioner.  Larger  items  are  held  by  the  Divisional  Medical 
Officers  and  mention  of  these  is  made  under  the  “Care  and  After-care” 
section  of  this  report.  Practitioners  frequently  ask  for  such  large  items 
as  special  beds,  lifting  appliances,  etc.,  which  are  then  supplied  on  loan 
to  patients.  Enuresis  clocks  are  also  supplied  in  this  way. 

It  would  be  true  to  say  that  no  County  Health  service  is  so  apprec- 
iated by  practitioners  as  home  nursing. 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation 

The  procedures  under  this  heading  are  well  established,  although 
it  is  unfortunate  that  record  cards  for  all  patients  vaccinated  or  immun- 
ised are  not  submitted  to  the  Divisional  Medical  Officers  by  General 
Practitioners.  A large  proportion,  however,  are  received  and  five 
shillings  is  paid  to  the  general  practitioner  for  each  record  of  complete 
vaccination  or  immunisation.  Valuable  help  is  also  given  by  the 
general  practitioners  in  conducting  vaccination  and  immunisation  in 
County  Clinic  centres. 

Ambulance  Service 

This  is  another  service  in  which  the  general  practitioners  have 
a direct  call  and  valuable  co-operation  is  received  by  prior  notice  being 
given,  whenever  possible,  of  the  movement  of  patients,  thus  enabling 
journeys  to  be  co-ordinated  and  as  few  journeys  as  possible  duplicated 
unnecessarily.  Constant  liaison  is  maintained  with  the  hospitals,  most 
of  which  have  co-operated  by  making  one  person  responsible  for  order- 
ing ambulance  service  vehicles,  so  that  journeys  may  be  arranged  as 
efficiently  as  possible.  Waiting  time  at  hospitals  can  be  a considerable 
source  of  wasteful  expenditure  of  working  time,  but  co-operation  with 
the  hospital  staffs  helps  to  reduce  this  as  far  as  possible.  'Phere  are 
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still  occtisions  when  a person  who  has  had  an  accident  is  still  recjuired  to 
attend  a hospital  some  miles  away  from  his  home  when  he  could  more 
easily  and  conveniently  attend  a local  hospital. 

Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After-care 

d'he  County  Council  contributes  amounts  each  year  to  the  Regional 
Hospital  Boards  towards  the  salaries  of  Chest  Physicians  for  duties 
in  connexion  with  this  section  of  the  County’s  services. 

Divisional  Medical  Officers  keep  in  close  touch  with  the  Chest 
Physicians  so  as  to  prevent  as  far  as  possible  the  spread  of  infection 
and  to  promote  the  after-care  of  tuberculous  patients.  All  tuberculous 
cases  are  visited  at  least  quarterly  by  Health  Visitors  and  copies  of 
their  reports  are  sent  both  to  Divisional  Medical  Officers  and  Chest 
Physicians. 

The  Regional  Hospital  Boards  have  arranged  for  the  Mass  Mini- 
ature Radiography  Units  to  pay  an  increasing  number  of  visits  to  the 
more  populous  areas  in  the  County,  and  the  local  arrangements  have 
always  been  smoothly  carried  out  by  good  co-operation  between  the 
Boards’  officers  and  the  Divisional  Medical  Officers.  Until  this  year 
the  Units  arranged  for  the  X-ray  examination  of  all  children  found  to 
be  Mantoux  positive  at  testing  prior  to  B.C.G.  vaccination,  but  since 
the  report  on  Radiological  Hazards  was  published,  arrangements  have 
been  made  for  only  certain  cases  to  be  X-rayed  and  these  at  the  Chest 
Clinics  using  a larger  film. 

Liaison  is  well  established  with  the  general  practitioners  and 
hospitals  so  that  patients  may  be  followed  up  and  receive  any  necessary 
County  services  when  treated  at  home  or  on  their  return  from  hospitals, 
particularly  in  connexion  with  the  Nursing  services,  domestic  helps 
and  nursing  requirements.  Housing  needs  are  also  investigated  and 
in  these  cases  it  is  a great  help  that  the  Divisional  Medical  Officers 
are  also  Medical  Officers  of  Health  to  the  district  councils.  Larger 
items  of  nursing  equipment  such  as  special  beds,  wheelchairs,  lifting 
apparatus,  etc.  required  temporarily  by  patients  are  kept  by  the  Divis- 
ional Medical  OfRcers  for  issue  on  request  by  the  hospitals  or  private 
practitioners. 

A further  development  which  has  taken  place  recently  with  the 
co-operation  of  hospitals  with  the  necessary  machinery  is  the  laundering 
of  foul  washing  collected  from  bedridden  patients  living  in  their  own 
homes. 

Each  year  many  recommendations  are  received  by  Divisional 
Medical  Officers  from  general  practitioners  for  debilitated  patients  in 
need  of  rest  or  a change  to  have  a period  away  from  home  and  in 
suitable  cases  a stay  of  approximately  four  weeks  in  a convalescent 
home  is  arranged.  LTnder  this  scheme  arrangements  can  be  made  for 
mental  defectives  to  spend  a short  period  away  from  home  in  the 
Orchard  Dene  Hostel  at  Rainhill, 
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During  the  last  twelve  months  two  information  booklets  have  been 
produced  and  for  this  purpose  the  County  was  divided  into  eight  areas 
and  editions  of  the  booklets  produced  for  each  area.  One  series  is 
the  Guide  for  General  Practitioners  (already  mentioned)  and  the  other 
is  a Home  Safety  Handbook  for  the  general  public  setting  out  instruct- 
ions on  how  accidents  in  the  home  can  be  prevented.  Both  booklets 
set  out  information  of  the  services  available  in  the  districts  which  are 
likely  to  be  of  use  to  the  general  practitioner  and  general  public 
respectively. 

During  the  past  eighteen  months  considerable  assistance  has  been 
received  from  the  general  practitioners  and  from  the  officers  of  the 
Cheshire  Executive  Council  in  connexion  with  the  Coronary  Throm- 
bosis enquiry  which  is  at  present  being  conducted  in  the  County. 

In  1953,  the  department  undertook  an  investigation  into  employ- 
ment conditions  in  certain  rural  villages  at  the  request  of  the  Occup- 
ational Health  Sub-Committee  of  the  British  Medical  Association,  as 
part  of  a survey  in  widely  differing  areas  of  Great  Britain.  This 
entailed  the  co-operation  of  the  Rural  District  Councils,  Divisional 
Medical  Officers,  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  the  employers,  and 
this  was  readily  and  willingly  given. 

Between  1952  and  1956,  the  department  helped  the  British 
Empire  Cancer  Campaign  in  an  investigation  of  the  environmental 
histories  and  analyses  of  soil  samples  from  the  gardens  of  the  homes  of 
persons  who  had  died  from  malignant  disease.  The  District  Public 
Health  Inspectors  gave  \'aluable  help  with  the  sampling  arrangements 
in  this  investigation. 

Domestic  Help  Service 

General  practitioners  often  find  it  useful  to  be  able  to  request  the 
domestic  help  service  to  provide  help,  particularly  to  enable  elderly  or 
handicapped  patients  to  remain  in  their  own  homes.  Occasional  use  is 
also  made  of  the  “night  sitters-in”  provided  as  a supplement  to  this 
service  under  the  Care  and  After-care  scheme. 

Mental  Health  Service 

At  the  start  of  the  service  liaison  was  already  well  established 
between  the  general  practitioners  and  the  duly  authorised  officers,  as 
the  latter  had  been  Relieving  Officers  under  the  Public  Assistance  Acts 
and  they  were  therefore  well  known  in  their  districts.  This  link  has 
been  strengthened  over  the  last  ten  years  and  Duly  Authorised  Officers 
(now  to  be  called  Mental  W elfare  Officers)  are  constantly  called  on  by 
the  practitioners  to  deal  with  mentally  ill  patients.  The  numbers  of 
patients  discharged  from  hospital  and  referred  to  the  department  for 
after-care  visitation  has  increased  considerably  over  the  years.  As  the 
turnover  of  cases  in  mental  deficiency  hospitals  has  increased  in  the 
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last  few  years  increasing  use  has  been  made  of  the  Health  Visitors  and 
Mental  Welfare  Officers  by  the  hospitals  for  reports  on  the  home 
conditions  so  that  the  discharge  and  licensing  of  patients  could  be 
considered.  'I’he  Regional  Hospital  Boards  are  kept  fully  informed  of 
the  up-to-date  circumstances  of  cases  on  the  waiting  list  for  admission 
to  mental  deficiency  hospitals.  Ready  assistance  is  always  given  by  the 
Regional  Hospital  Boards  when  mental  defectives  require  admission  to 
hospitals  for  short  periods  to  assist  parents  at  times  of  family  crises  or 
for  much  needed  holidays.  'J’he  family  doctor  is  often  the  first  to 
report  the  need  for  such  action,  when  he  is  called  in  to  attend  to  the 
mother  of  the  defective  and  there  is  no-one  else  left  to  exercise  super- 
vision until  the  mother  is  again  fit. 

Recently  case  conferences  have  been  arranged  with  medical  officers 
at  the  Deva  Hospital  with  a view  to  dealing  with  difficult  cases  of  after- 
care and  it  is  hoped  to  be  able  to  extend  these  arrangements.  Earlier 
this  year  (1959)  a day  hospital  was  opened  at  Cheadle  Royal  Mental 
Hospital  which  will  call  for  close  co-operation  between  the  County 
Mental  Health  and  Ambulance  Services  and  the  hospital  and  general 
practitioner  services. 

The  co-ordination  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Boards,  Hospital 
Management  Committees  and  their  officers  in  the  field  of  mental  health 
is  extremely  good.
